Part I—Moose 


Kenai Peninsula is one hundred and 
fifty miles long and one hundred miles 
wide and almost cut off from the main- 
land by water, there being but fifteen 
miles between the tide water at the heai 
of Cook’s Inlet and the tide water 
of Prinee William Sound, and eleven 
miles of the fifteen is an almost im. 
passible glacier, which serve as a

natural barrier. The eastern side of 
the Kenai Peninsula is steep, too, 
and guarded by a_ snow-covered, 
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saw-tooth range of mountains anu 
huge glaciers, all of the streams on that 
side being short and swift, and not nav- 
igable above tide water. It is from teu 
to fifteen miles through this range to a 
beautiful rolling country, covered with 
natural grassy parks and _ timbered 
benches, with many fine lakes from one- 
fourth of a mile to thirty miles in length. 
The rivers, which are from twenty-five 
to one hundred miles long, are navigable 
for small boats and canoes to their head 
waters. 

Another thing in favor of this sec- 
tion for game is the exceedingly long, 
dry, sunshiny days in summer, and the 
mila weather in winter; the first result 
being caused by the wide break in the 
coast range by Cook’s Inlet, which 
reaches one hundred and seventy-five 
miles into the interior. The mild winter 
weather is caused by the warm salt wa 
ter of the Pacific, which almost sur- 
rounds Kenai Peninsula. 

Many varieties of berries grow there 
in abundance, and all of the many 
streams and lakes abound in trout and 
salmon, with no end of moose, willow, 
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Upper end of Upper Kenai Lake, where are to be found moose, sheep and bears.

browse suitable for big game. 

Today there is found on the Kenai

There is also plenty of brown 
and black bear; too many timber wolves, 


a fair number of foxes, 


beaver, otter, 


mink, martin, lynx, wolverines, porcu- 
pines, and the beautiful ermine. 

The government is making every ef- 
fort to protect the big game of Kenai, 
and for several years no permits have 
been given to hunt moose, mountain 
sheep or caribou on the Kenai Peninsula, 
except for scientific purposes only. How- 
ever, there is at the present time legisla-

tion pending, in the nature of an amend- 
ment to the present game laws of Alaska 
now in force, that if passed, will afford 
ample protection for all big game, by 
including the grizzly bear family, which 
at the present time is not protected at 
all. 

According to the provisions of this 
bill (which at the present time—April 
15th—has already passed the lower 
house) visiting sportsmen, by paying an 
animal license will be permitted to kill 
a limited number of all the different 
kinds of big game and bring out the tro- 
phies. None but competent and reliable 
guides will be granted licenses to con- 
duct hunting parties, and will be held 
responsible for any game killed by his 
party, in excess of the number stated in 
their permit. 

There is plenty of big game in other 


portions of Alaska, and although it re- 
quires more time and costs more money 
to get it, yet I am sure that every true 
sportsman of today will, in his own be- 
half, as well as those of generations yet 
to come, make every effort to preserve 
the big game of Kenai Peninsula, for 
where else in the world can you step 
ashore from an ocean-going steamer and 
in two hours see moose, mountain sheep 
and bear? 

Nature has made Kenai Peninsula a 
natural game preserve, and the United 
States government should make it a na- 
tional one. 

The range of the Alaskan moose is 
on the headwaters of the Copper river, 
the Tanana and Yukon country, and 
north of the Yukon to the evergreen tim- 
ber limit, on the south side of the En- 
dicott range of mountains. They are 















































plentiful in the Susitna and Matanuska 
valleys and the Knik Arm of Cook’s In- 
let. They are also plentiful on the head- 
waters of the Kuskokwim river, on ‘the 
west shore of Cook’s Inlet, and as far 
south on the Alaska Peninsula as the ev- 
ergreen timber limit, which is about 
thirty-five miles south of Illiamina lake. 
But on Kenai Peninsula is where the 
finest specimens of the lordly moose are 
found in Alaska, the record heads com- 
ing from that section. 

There are two varieties of moose on 
the Kenai Peninsula, one of the varie- 
ties not being found in any other part 


of Alaska. The moose of the interior 
have broad, thin, palmated horns, stand- 
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spread of the horns being wider than 
those of the interior moose. There is a 
specimen of this kind on exhibition in 
the rooms of the Alaska Club in the 
Alaska building, Seattle, Washington 
(cut of which appears with this article), 
which won the gold medal at the Lewis 
and Clark fair. This specimen has a 
spread of six feet, and specimens have 
been killed on Kenai Peninsula with a 
spread of horns over seventy-eight inches, 
the entire moose weighing fourteen hun- 
dred pounds. Only the bull moose have 
horns which they shed annually, but 
both bulls and cows have the ‘‘bell’’ or 
dewlap hanging down from underneath 
the throat.

During the running season, from the 
tenth of September until the twenty-fifth 
of October, bull moose apparently go 
crazy, and will approach a camp on their 
range without hesitation, and have nv 
fear of man or anything else during this 
particular period, running with their 
heads down. When they strike the track 
of a female moose they are off like a 
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Kenai Peninsula moose. This head shows three rows of brow antlers on one side and two 
rows on the other. It is not a freak head, for the author has seen twelve different heads cf 
this variety on the Kenai Peninsula, and has never seen them elsewhere. This head has a 
spread of 72 inches and was awarded the gold medal at the Lewis & Clark Fair, Pcrtland.

He swam high and 
swift, but I soon had him by the tail, 
and I tell you we were going some until 
his feet struck bottom on the other side, 
when he instantly whirled around, and 
with bristling mane and a wicked look, 
charged the canoe again and again. But 
every time that he would lose his foot- 
ing in deep water he would return to 
shallow water, and I would follow him. 
About this time the cow moose and her 
two yearlings re-crossed the river three 
hundred yards above us and in plain

knew that Mr. Moose would soon be 
along, and I made up my mind to have 
some fun with him. He came, all right, 
and sooner than I expected, and as he 
lunged over the bank into the river, a 
shower of gravel and dirt fell all around 
me, and he struck the water within a 
paddle’s length of the bow of my canoe. 


The river was two hundred yards wide, 


sight, and we both saw them. The moos« 
whirled and without even saying ‘‘I’!! 
see you later,’’ struck out, not towards 
the cow that we both had just seen swim 
the river, but followed the cow’s trail 
into the woods. I paddled up to the 
crossing above and waited for him, 
knowing that he would soon appear at 
that point. This time he had to cross 
a wide gravel bar before he got to the 
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water, and I took the precaution to wait 
for him in mid-stream, where the water 
was deep. He saw me, but did not 
swerve a hair, and came right straight 
for the canoe; when he got within a few 
feet I splashed water in his face with 
my canoe paddle. Then he took the right 
of way just as though it belonged to 
him, and when he struck the bank he did 
not even turn to look back, but was off 
in a breath. I relate this instance to show 
you how reckless they are at this time of 
the year. Should two of these lordly 
moose meet at this period there is a bat- 
tle royal, which occasionally ends in the 
death of one of them, sometimes both, as 
they come together with such force that 
occasionally their horns become lockeca

and they are unable to separate them- 
selves, and they both die. 

The accompanying illustration is that of 
a pair of locked moose horns found near 
Seward, Kenai Peninsula. Both moose 
had been dead for about three days. 








They were lying back to back, and one 
of them had a broken neck. There haa 
been a long and desperate struggle as 
was evidenced by the ground trampled 
and torn up. The palms of one of these 
horns had been pierced by the point of 
a tine (in some previous battle) and 
which went clear through the palm and 
was broken off and is still imbedded in 
the horn. At any other time of the 
year while a moose is carrying his horns, 
except when the horns are in the velvet, 
he is very wary, and if frightened, 
throws his head up and his horns back 
on his neck and will rush through small 
trees and brush, spreading them out of 
the way with his horns. 

When the running season is over the 
bulls, cows and calves get together in 
small bands and remain in this way ali 
winter, until the cows isolate themselves, 
about the last of May, to have their 
calves. During this time the bulls range 
together, sometimes singly while their 
horns are growing, and until the velvet 
begins to peel off of their horns, when 
they separate again until after the run- 
ning season. In summer the moose feed on 
moose willow, leaves and shoots. Moose 
willow can always be told by the yellow 
bark. Natives, hunters and prospectors 
often use the moose willow leaves for 
greens, and they are very wholesome and 
nutritious. The moose also eat water 
cress and pond lily roots, often putting 
their long heads down under the water 
up to their ears in search of these dain- 
ties, and will also use their fore feet to 
paw up lily pad roots. They are also 
fond of the low bush, huckle or blue 
berry. In the fall they eat a sort of 4 
wild celery weed and root. 

A full grown moose can reach to the 
ground and feed while standing, bu: 



























they spread out their forelegs to do so. 
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In the fall and early winter they stay 
high ‘up until driven down by the snows. 
In the late winters and early springs 
they stay down in the valleys and browse, 
principally on the tender ends of the 
bireh. They will walk right over a four- 
inch birch tree with their forelegs and 
bend it down with the weight of their 
body until they can get at the small fro-

zen ends, which they strip off with thar 
prehensile upper lip of theirs in a very 
clever fashion. At all times except the 
running time moose are very crafty and 
wary, but are easily killed by experi- 
enced hunters, who understand then 
habits. The timber wolf is their natural 
enemy, and in deep snows that get 
crusted over strong enough to hold the 
wolf up, but not the moose, the wolves 


footing than a snowshoe rabbit. Some 


times in the spring the wolves will drive 
a cow moose, heavy with ealf, into a 
river, where the shelf or shore ice is 
from one to three feet higher than the 
level of the water, which keeps them 
from getting out of the river where the 
water is deep. (This shore ice is caused 
by the river going down in the winter, 
after being frozen over at a higher level! 
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in the fall, and in the spring the ice over 
the middle of the river drops in and this 
leaves a shelf of shore ice.) The moose 
finally becomes exhausted, and drowns, 
and floats down to some shallow place, 
where the wolves get it later. The hu- 
man family need have no fear of the big 
black or grey wolves in Alaska, unless 
crippled, helpless and alone. There is 
plenty of natural feed in the country 
for the wolves, yet they are a cunning 
and a desperate animal, and when driven 


by hunger will risk their life in their 
battles with the big game. They ocea- 
sionally find a moose calf where the 
mother has hidden it, which they kill and 
devour. 

In summer there is a pest called the 
moose or heel fly. It is brown in color and 
one-half inch long, and as big around as 
a lead pencil. They attack a moose in 
the hollow just above the heel, and at 
times are so vicious that they drive the 
moose into the water.

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CAN THE LOON BE SHOT WITH THE 
RIFLE ?

The illustration of the loon here pre- 
sented was taken twenty-five years ago 
at Delavan lake, Wisconsin. About fif- 
teen college students, all members of the 
same college fraternity, had rented a 
large club house on the north shore of the 
lake, and here for seven consecutive 
years we spent a month together each 
summer, 

There were few boats on the lake at 
that time, and the one poor hotel that 
hoped for a fortune from summer visi- 
tors was invariably disappointed. We of 
the club house had shipped from Chicago 
three row boats and one sail boat, and 
with these we had the lake pretty much 
to ourselves. The row boats were out 
early in the morning trolling for pick- 
erel; or, when our sisters or ‘‘ cousins,’’ 
with their mothers as chaperons, ac- 
cepted our invitations to spend a week at 
the lake, the row boats more frequently 
‘made ante-breakfast trips around the 
wooded point where white poplars stood 
half hidden in dark recesses of elm and 
maple as though on guard, and returned 
—late for breakfast, of course—laden 
with long-stemmed water lilies which we 
had gleaned from the 
outlet. 

During the day the sail boat explored 
every nook and corner of the lake—the 
outlet just mentioned, made sluggish by 
a dam across its mouth; the inlet to the 
east, with a long, low sand bar lying a 
little way out in the lake full across its 
path, as though to keep the water from

entering too rapidly ; and the island four 
miles away at the western extremity, 
which was guarded on the back by a low 
swamp. 

It was near this island, in the wilder 
part of the lake, that we one day dis- 
eovered a number of loons—a mother 
with several young, which she had doubt- 
less hatched in the edge of the swamp; 
and three or four old ones, which ap- 
peared farther out in the lake. It was 
fine sport chasing them with the saii 
boat, but they seemed able to swim faster 
under water than we could sail above it.

BACK TO BOYHOOD DAYS

I suppose that I shall always love the 
old things that were back on the old 
farm where for me life had its beginning. 
Every now and then something will hap- 
pen that drags my memory back to that 
old plantation and the things of boyhood 
long ere Time and carking Care had 
strewn my hair with gray, I went fish- 
ing for perch the other day with my boy. 
He had often angled for these finny 
monsters, but this was the first time that. 
I had accompanied him. I am glad that 
I went. It brought back such a flood 
of memories that I have been busy since 
in breasting my way through them. 

I remember perfectly the first perch 
that I ever caught. It was from a little 
brook that ran through the pasture lot 
and then on through the woods lot before 
it finally became lost in the river that 
slipped quietly along behind the bottom 
farm. Those of you who have lived in 
the Middle South know just how that 
plantation was laid out. First there was 
the front forty, or rather two forties ly- 
ing side by side. Along these the high 
road ran. Back from the high road, ap- 
proached by a lane, stood the big plan- 
tation house with its square front and 
staring, eight-paned windows. Off to 
one side was the great log barn that had 
stood there for nobody knew how long. 
Back of both these were the negro cabins, 
where in ante bellum days the farm ser 
vants lived and where still many of the 
old retainers elected to remain under the 
care and patronage of ‘‘old marster’’ 
rather than seek the blessings of freedom 
among strangers. Sloping away toward 
the river was the back forty, where the 





timber grew and was given over to pas- 
ture for the cattle and sheep. Great deep 
woods of hickory, oak, elm and walnut 
grew so thick as to almost hide the sun 
at midday. It was here the squirrels 
lived, both red and gray, and ’possums 
and ’coons lurked secure from all but the 
negroes and their pack of dogs. Then 
came the ‘‘bottom farm,’’ with its rich, 
black river soil. This, too, had once been 
virgin forest, but the industry of the 
slaves had swept away the timber, and 
now great wide, spreading tobacco plants 
took the place of the walnut stumps of 
former days. 

You lived right across the high road 
from where I lived, and you and I were 
companions in all the marvelous esca- 
pades of boyhood. Do you not recall the 
time when you fell from the rafter in the 
old barn when you were ‘‘skinning the 
eat’’ and broke your arm? My, my, how 
I envied you the distinction of that 
broken arm. Don’t you recall how, th 
day after the old family doctor put the 
injured member in splints and allowed 
you to come outdoors, you held a sort of 
informal levee for the benefit of all the 
neighbor boys? Then there was the time 
when Uncle Lee dropped the brick out 
of the nut tree and it fell upon my head. 
They thought I was killed that time, but 
they little knew the resistent powers of 
a boy’s head. If you remember, there was 
a wooden bridge that spanned the creek 
where it crossed the road, and the swal- 
lows builded their mud-walled homes 
upon the girders in just such a position 
that we never could reach them, and the 
birds used to dart out in a black swarm 
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every time the big farm wagon rattled 
over the bridge on its way to Sunday 
school, held in the old log school house 
down where the river took a bend to the 
eastward. That old school hore was 
still there the last time I visite: he old 
farm. I could not see that it had

changed very much with thirty years, 
but when I went inside I found that they 
had plastered it and replaced the wooden 
benches that we used to sit on with new 
desks, and the old map that used to smile 
at us with its two round faces was gone.

Just as soon as that little brook crossea 
the road and got into our pasture lot it 
began to amble all around and take in 
all the land possible, and it didn’t make 
much odds, for the land was only pas- 
ture land and nobody ever tried to make 
the little brook run in a straight line. 









































Sometimes in the spring when the snows 
melted, the little stream would get very 
angry and roar and foam and boil just 
like it was a great big river, and it wouid 
do all these things until it cut away the 
banks some place until they toppled and 
fell in and made a deep hole there where 
the water delighted to lie the next sum- 
mer and sleep in the warm sunshine un- 
til it was time to wander on and join the 
river. 

Down in these deep pools the sun 
perch used to lie, dreaming, no doubt, 
with the dreaming water. We used to 
ereep up to the bank and peep over and 
see them lying there upon the sandy bot- 
tom, but if you shook the bank ever so 
little they would dart beneath the shelv- 
ing bank and the only way they could be 
induced to come out was by dangling a 
fat grub worm in front of their noses. 
Pretty soon one would creep out cau- 
tiously and nibble at the bait, then an- 
other and another until the whole fam- 
ily would be congregated about that de- 
voted worm. Then one of the school 
more hungry or less timid than his 
brethren would make a rush, seize the 
worm’ and seurry for the protection of 
the shelving bank. Then you would 
yank him with all your might, only to 
discover that your intended victim diu 
not have the hook in his mouth. Another 
worm and another trial resulting as be- 
fore. Patience is one of the virtues of 
the angler, and after an infinite number 
of trials the fish would accidentally get 
himself hooked and come wriggling and 
protesting to the surface. That’s the 
kind of sport we used to have with the 
hook and. line back in the haleyon days. 
No faney tackle fell to our lot—a sap- 
ling cut with the never-failing Barlow 
knife. This, nicely trimmed and peeled, 
did not constitute a bit of tackle to be 
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laughed at. Jones, that kept the store 
down at the cross-roads, had the dandiest 
cotton lines for only a nickel, and some- 
times he would throw in a hook when 
you bought one. Happy was the coun- 
try boy that could possess one of these. 
True, they were prone to absorb moisture 
and treat you to a shower bath every 
time you lifted it from the water hastily, 
but then they were an improvement over 
the makeshift cotton string that tied up 
the bag of sugar that came from the 
store, or even the creation of cotton that 
you manufactured from a_ spool of 
thread purloined from mother’s work- 
basket and laboriously twisted into a line 
out behind the barn, when father thought 
you were pulling the weeds out of the 
cabbage bed, or mother fondly hoped you 
were on your way to the village with the 
three dozen eggs that were to be ex- 
ehanged for salaratus. Time was when 
you were content with a bent pin for a 
hook, but that was long, long ago when 
you were only a small boy; now you are 
twelve and scorn the things of child- 
hood. With this new kind of hook the 
fishing was simply splendid. Often in a 
day you caught as many as four perch. 
Someway, though: these fish never 
reached the .table. With religious 
regularity you brought your catch 
home, even went so far as to clean them 
yourself, and what boy likes to clean 
fish? Yet mother always seemed to 
evade the cooking of them. It was a mys- 
tery that refused to be solved. 

There was always a time in the sum- 
mer when the water in the creek 
got low and stood in pools that 
were just the greatest swimming 
holes ever created. Beneath the 
warm southern sun the water became 
warm as new milk, and except for a lLit- 
tle sunburn now and then, one could lie 
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there all the day long. Yes, there was 
one other reason why you could not be- 
come amphibious, and that was father. 
Father had peculiar adaptability at hunt- 
ing up tasks for a boy to accomplish dur- 
ing the summer holidays, and, what was 
more to the point, he insisted upon their 
being accomplished, too. Some day when 
he set you at pulling the big green worms 
off the tobacco plants, and an hour later 
discovered you down in the swimming 
hole in the back pasture, there was very 
apt to be a stern interview in which 
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We fairly reveled in perch all through 
the month of August. There was one lit- 
tle incident that occurred to mar my 
pleasure personally. An immense pike 
had ascended the stream during the high 
water and had become landlocked. We 
had fished all the upper pools so indus- 
triously that there was nothing left. One 
last pool remained before the stream 
joined the river. It was down in the 
woods pasture and lay cool and deep be- 
neath the shadow of a great elm whose 
roots were washed bare and stood

father and you and a good sized limb off 
a peach tree all played interesting parts. 

The interview, however, was not what 
[I set out to tell about. When the water 
fell, the perch congregated in these same 
deep holes, and some unlettered genius 
discovered that when the water was riled 
up the fish must come to the surface for 
air. The sapling pole and the cotton line 
were forthwith abandoned. Here was

cnarled and rugged above the water. 
This day in August we descended upon 
the pool like unto the Goths and Van- 
dals. ‘‘Last one in is a nigger baby.”’ 
I was never unfortunate enough to win 
the title. As a general thing, my attire 
was exceedingly abbreviated, and it re- 
quired such a small fraction of a minute 
to divest myself of my raiment that I 
never took the trouble to account for the 
time. Into the water I plunged and be- 


























gan industriously working up the bottom 
mud with my toes. In less than a min- 
ute half a dozen other urchins were my 
companions. As the water thickened, the 
perch struggled to the surface. A quick 
grab and a toss, and the luckless perch 
was fluttering helplessly in the short 
grass. A great ripple left the bank be- 
neath the roots of the elm and headed 
right in my direction. I waited unti: 
the ripple came within reaching dis- 
tance and grabbed just beneath the sur- 
face, expecting to feel my hands close 
over an extra large perch; instead they 
closed over a great, spiny body and in 
my fright I lifted it out of the water. 
There was a vicious snap of steel-like 
jaws over my hand, a vicious shake like 
an angry dog, and I dropped my prize 
and hurried to shore with a badly lacer- 
ated hand. It was a monster pike that I 
had caught and the -pike in turn had 
caught me. 

I set out to tell all about the little 
stream before it joined the large one, but 
you know how it is yourself, there are so 
many things that keep intruding that it 
is almost impossible to keep in the road. 
You see, that little creek and the larger 
stream into which it flowed formed a sort 
of wonderland for us boys. While we 
knew every foot of the willow-bordered 
shores of the river from clear above Josh 
Kintry’s mill down to where Abe Slo- 
cum’s cotton gin used to stand, and that 
was a matter of over five miles; still 
there was always something wonderfui 
about that land. Now, there was Wahoo 
Lake, which wasn’t a lake at all, but 
merely a little flat where the stream 
broadened out until it made a wide, 
marshy pond. My, my, but the perch 
that used to live in that pond. Great big 
fellows, some of them as much as six 
inches in length. And bite—why, say! 
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they would bite at anything. In the light 
of future years we are to learn, of course, 
that the perch is not a very fastidious 
fish about his diet, but it was a source of 
wonder to us then how those fish would 
nab anything thrown to them. There 
was one great difficulty in fishing that 
pool. It was very, very hard to ap- 
proach. All around the shore were tail 
cat-tails and high swamp grass, until it 
was nearly impossible to penetrate the 
tangle, even if there had been no mud, 
and there was plenty of that article. Not 
just common, everyday mud, but a sort 
of pasty, oozy mass of black muck that 
« fellow could sink into clear up to his 
chin if he happened to step off the solid 
earth, and what boy going fishing ever 
confined himself to such trivial things as 
the solid earth? There was only one way 
of reaching the apen water, and it was a 
hardy youngster that availed himself of 
that means, though there were some 
hardy chaps in that neighborhood. At 
one time several large cypress trees had 
grown about the lake. These had fallen 
and many of them were out in the water, 
their trunks submerged and covered with 
slime. A fellow could manage to ‘coon 
one of these and reach our far enough 
to drop his cotton line out into the water. 
I say he could do that, but there were 
precious few of us who ever tried it. 
Those logs were continually _pre- 
empted by green turtles and water 
moceasins. The turtles did not count, 
but the moccasins did. If you never 
saw a water moccasin you may need 
some introduction to the gentleman. 
He is a snake who chooses to lie around 
ponds and stagnant water and frighten 
the small fisherman into seven kinds of 
fits. It is anything but a delightful sen- 
sation to set a bare foot on about three 
feet of coiled snake, and feel that snake 
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gradually ooze out from beneath your 
tread. An ordinarily agile boy has been 
known to jump fifteen feet high under 
such circumstances, and those of excep- 
tional agility even more. The bite of a 
southern water moccasin may not be as 
deadly as that of an Asiatie cobra, but 
a little matter like that cuts but a minor 
figure when a fellow is seared to death, 
anyway. <A pretty good plan was to 
throw chunks at the snakes until they va- 
cated, then you could ereep out and fish. 
The blamed things had a habit of erawl- 





ing back on the log between you and 
shore and then you were prisoner until 
Mr. Moceasin chose to slide back into his 
native element. 

And all because the junior induced me 
to waste a day from my profession and 
go with him to haul little spiny perch 
from the water, fish that the lady who 
permits me to eat at her table refuse’, 
just as another lady (now, alas, gone) 
did years and years ago. But there was 
sport in their catching, just the same. I 
feel better for having gone.

THE BIG GAME OF 


CENTRAL AFRICA 


FE. R. MURPHY 


(Late Native Department British South Africa Co. ) 


Part I 


Whilst residing in Africa north of the 
great Zambesi River and employed in the 
Native Department of the British South 
Africa Company, I had exceptional op- 
portunities of shooting (and studying 
the habits of) the wonderful big game 
yet to be found there. I include under 
the one comprehensive word ‘‘big game’’ 
the following animals, which I have shot 


and chiefs in my district, I could b 
pretty certain of shooting any of the 
above if I only stayed out long enough 
and provided it was the proper time of 
the year, just before and during the first 
part of the rains, after the veldt had 
been burnt. I will first deal with the 
four finest, the sable, roan, eland and 
kudu. You leave camp whilst it is yet

and studied closely: Burchelt’s zebra, 
buffalo, Lichhenstein’s hartebeast, duik- 
ers, oribi, waterbuck, puku, lechive, reed- 
buck, impala, sable antelope, roan an- 
telope, eland, kudu, situtunga, wart hog, 
bush pig, hippopotamus, hyena, African 
hunting dog, leopard, lion. At any time 
when I left my station visiting headmen 


dark, with two boys who know the loecal- 
ity. An African native will do anything 
for meat, and the secret of keeping your 
carriers contented in Africa is to keep 
their stomachs full of it. However, they 
cannot carry on meat alone; they must 
have grain as well to mix with it, as they 
very soon get diarrhea on meatdiet alone. 
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It was always possible that we might 
meet a herd of sable, roan, or eland 1 
few miles from camp feeding in the early 
morning on the young and tender shoots 
of grass which rapidly appear after the 
first showers of rain. The sable antelope, 
which I always considered the aristocrat 
of all the antelopes, is a magnificent ani- 
mal; my Walenje carriers called them 
impalampala. They are generally found 
in herds of ten to twenty, although I 
have seen larger, and there is usually 
only one big bull in the herd. The bull 
is always jet black and carries a splen- 


climbed up and down at a tremendous 
rate, but they are more usually found in 
a moderately open country. 

The cows calve about September; you 
ean always distinguish them by their 
reddish-brown color and shorter and 
thinner horns. Bulls and cows are very 
bold and fieree when wounded, and must 
then be approached very cautiously. I 
was once charged by an old bull I had 
wounded very badly, and do not wish 
to repeat the experiment. If you hav: 
any dogs with you do not let them ap- 
proach sable when they are lying down

did pair of curved horns almost touching 
the back. The largest pair I ever shot 
was forty-seven inches on the curve. I 
have seen them up to fifty-one inches; 
these, however, are rare. The face mark- 
ings are pure white; also the belly and 
inside the thighs. They have a crest 
of hair on the neck, a short, tufted tail, 
and large, pointed ears. Naturalists 
know it as Hippotragus niger. They are 
a forest-loving species, but do not like 
too dense bush. I have seen them also 
in very hilly country, which they 


wounded, as they are almost certain to 
be very severely wounded with their 
horns, if not killed outright. The bulls 
stand about fifty-two to fifty-six inches 
high at the withers, and they have a 
very powerful neck. The meat is excel- 
lent eating, either roasted or as a steak. 

I shall never forget the first time I saw 
sable in Africa. I was traveling through 
northeast Rhodesia at the time near In- 
kushi, and just about sunset one even- 
ing coming on a dambo, which means an 
open clearing in the forest, we saw a herd 










































about 300 
yards away. My companion and self 
picked out the big black bull and fired 
together, and to our joy he fell wounded. 
Running up, we tried to finish him off 
with one of the carrier’s spears, as we 
were very short of ammunition at the 
time, and were saving every round; but 
it was wonderful to see the quickness 
and dexterity with which it broke the 
shaft of spears thrown at it, breaking the 
shaft in two with a sweep of its horns, 


feeding on the other side, 
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more savage when wounded if ap- 
proached incautiously; but he has not 
the clean, fine lines of the sable, being 
sturdier and fatter when in his prime. 
They frequent much the same sort of 
country, but are not usually found in 
such big herds as ten to twenty, but usu- 
ally from five to twelve. And very often 
one sees one or more old solitary bulls. 
They differ much in color, running from 
light to dark gray, and sometimes look 


almost white when the sun shines on

as some of the carriers would approach 
it near enough to make certain of their 
aim. Eventually we finished him with 
another bullet.

THE ROAN ( HIpPoTRAGUS 


The roan is the largest antelope in Af- 
rica after the eland. He is larger and 
more massive than the sable, and even

them. They are very keen sighted and 
require careful stalking. I had a nar- 
row escape photographing the wounded 
roan shown in the photograph. He 
looked so splendid supporting himself 
when wounded, that I felt I must go as 
near as possible and get a good snap- 
shot. My carriers warned me he was 
dangerous, but I went nearer and 
nearer, and was focusing him with the 
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camera, When with a tremendous for- 
ward movement he almost transfixed me 
with his terrible horns; if I had not been 
on the alert I should have had one or 
both of my legs broken. Their horns are 
shorter and stouter than those of the 
sable, but with the same sort of curve, 
and when mounted the head and the 
thick bull neck make a fine trophy. The 
biggest head I ever shot measured 3214 
inches, and there are few finer to be 
xhot. They are most excellent eating: and 


bulls at the end of the rainy season get 
are very thick. They have white stripes 
on a sort of dun-colored body, and the 
females are brighter in color than the 
males. The females carry the longest 
horns, but those of the males are very 
much thicker. I very carefully meas- 
ured one bull eland I shot. His stand- 
ing height at withers was 5 feet 11 
inches; girth of neck, midway, 5 feet 2 
inches; a long, even pair of horns, 2 feet 
6 inches; and his weight I don’t know,

THe ELvanp (TauroTragus ORYX AND 
TAUROTRAGUS ORYXx LIVINGSTONIE). 


The species of eland in my country 
was Taurotragus oryx livingstonie, first 
seen by Livingstone on his journeys. 
This is the biggest antelope in Africa, 
and, indeed, in the world, and they very 
much resemble cattle in their ways and 
in their smell, which latter is quite evi- 
dent when you get close to them—just 
like cows in a yard. Some of the old 


a tremendous size, and their spiral horns 
but it must have been enormous, about 
2,000 pounds, roughly. 

Eland is the Dutch equivalent for elk, 
I believe, but there is no resemblance be- 
tween the two animals at all that I can 
see. Eland are generally found in very 
big herds. I have counted 113 in one 
herd. They are quite independent of 
water, like a few other antelopes in 
Africa, although where there is any 
water they drink plentifully. We were 
always glad to get eland meat; it mostly 
resembles a good bit of beef, and there 
is any amount of fat on it generally. 
Where horses can be used to ride eland 
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down, that is the proper way to shoot 
them, and it was nearly always this 
method which was employed in South

Africa (when I say South Africa, | 
mean Africa south of the Zambesi 
River). They will always run againsi 
the wind when wounded or pursued on 
horseback or on foot, and when a herd 
is startled and they begin to run away, 
they give a series of leaps and jumps in 
the air as if they were clearing some 
imaginary obstacle. They cover the 
ground at a long, swinging trot which 
they keep up for miles, but if not tov 
closely followed up they will stop after a 
mile or so. On a hot day they break out 
with a profuse lather, and their necks 
especially are covered with sweat. The 
females calve very early, about August. 
Eland are not in the least pugnacious. 
Their local name was ‘‘nsefu’’ where | 
was.

To possess a fine kudu head should be 
the aim of every African sportsman. 
There are many trophies in Africa which 
are more rare and harder to get, but 
none I think which when mounted or ly- 
ing dead present a more magnificent ap- 
pearance. The finest head I have, alas! 


procured a photo of any of the kudu that 
I have shot, much to my regret, I never

had a camera with me at any time when 
I have shot them, but I have drawn a 
representation of the shape and size of 
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the horns below which the males carry

Kudu were rare where I was most of

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ful stalking. They seem to have better 
hearing powers than most other ante- 
lopes and always seem to be more on their 
guard when feeding. They are not often 
seen in the open, preferring bush. They 
must have water in plenty, and are never 
found where there is none. They suf- 
fered very severely from the plague of 
rinderpest, which swept through central 
Africa some years ago, and in some dis- 
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three or four cows and calves, sometimes 
accompanied by a bull, but not always. 
I have seen three or four old bulls tv- 
gether, and once on the main road which 
ran from my station to Inkushi I saw 
five cows and calves and three bulls; but 
it is a very rare sight indeed. The two 
sexes are alike in color (iron-gray, and 
marked with eight or nine _ white 
stripes) ; they have a mane on the neck, 
and a tail; also a fringe of black ana 
white hair on the throat. They have also 
extremely large ears fringed with white 
hair on the inside. A good kudu head 
should be wide between the tips. I saw 
a picture once in an American magazine 
of one which was especially so, and it 
made a very fine-looking trophy, mount- 
ed as it was, with the head and neck. 

When running through dense bush, 
pursued, it is wonderful (with such a big 
pair of horns as they carry) how they 
avoid hitting branches and other growth. 
I have noticed that they carry the head 
well back and avoid hitting anything at 
all. They are most timid, inoffensive 
animals, and I have never seen the bulls 
even fighting with one another while 
feeding with cows.

THE GASOLINE ENGINE AND ITS USES ON THE PACIFIC COAST. 


I am going to try and tell the general 
reader what field the gasoline engine fills on 
the Pacific coast, and to understand this ar- 
ticle better it would be a good scheme for 
the reader to get a map showing the Pacific 
coast before he reads any farther. 

Supposing now, that you have this map, 
I will ask you to draw a line from Seattle 
to Dutch Harbor, Alaska. It will give you 
approximately a west by north, quarter-north 
course, which is the sailing course of vessels 
bound from Cape Flattery to Nome—Cape 
Flattery being at the ocean entrance of the 
Puget Sound country. Now apply your rul- 
er to this line, and you will probably be as- 
tonished to find that it is 1,800 miles long, 
and that if you continue right on up to Nome, 
which lies northeast of Dutch Harbor, you 
will probably be further astonished to find 
that the distance is 2,800 miles from Seattle, 
and, mind you, this is a _ straight-away 
course. Now, if you abandon this outside 
route and simply follow the coast from Seat- 
tle to Nome, you will have to make over 
3,000 miles. In other words, it is farther 
from Seattle to Nome than it is from New 
York to Liverpool. This begins to mean 
something, for this whole 3,000 miles of 
coast is so cut up with bays and inlets that 
perhaps another 3,000 or 4,000 miles of only 
coast line is added. You will note on your 
map that there is an outlying chain of isl- 
ands in the Pacific ocean so located that 
they protect the mainland all the way along 
this immense sweep of coast. The water 
between these islands and the mainland is 
the famous “inside passage” to Alaska, 
deep enoygh and wide enough to float the 
biggest battleships, and with water quiet 


enough nearly every day in the year to navi- 
gate a canoe on safely. 





This part of the country is where the 
canned salmon for the whole world comes 
from, excepting the comparatively small 
number canned on the Columbia river. The 
canneries that handle these fish are located 
at the river mouths all along the coast from 
the Columbia river north. Just don’t forget 
that point, for I will have more to say about 
that later. 

Another large industry that has devel- 
oped in leaps and bounds right in this same 
water is the cod and halibut fisheries, of 
which I will have more to say. The third 
industry is the lumber business, which is of 
great magnitude, and also growing. The 
fourth industry is mining, which is the big- 
gest infant -of them all, for it has reached 
the copper-toed, red-topped boot stage al- 
ready, and pretty soon it is going to get into 
long pants, in fact it is reaching for them 
right now. 

Look on your map again and you will see 
that a mountain range parallels the coast 
line, very close to the water, in fact su 
close that the cliffs pitch down to the beach 
in many places, and in some places there is 
no beach at all. The bays and inlets cut 
back into this mountain range so that the 
mainland very much resembles Norway and 
Sweden, by having high 
mountains in sight on all sides of 
narrow bays, through which 
tides race back and forth. 

The offcoast islands, on the other 
hand, are like Japan, both in topography 
and climate. Again look at your map, and 
the reason becomes plain, for the Japanese 
current, the famous “Kuro Siwah,” sweeps 
in across the Pacific and flows all along this 
coast, a warm ocean current like the gulf 
stream of the Atlantic, that gives all of 
this northwest coast the soft, mild, moist 
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climate so that flowers bloom all the 
year round, which is probably a surprise to 
the average reader, who naturally expects 
Alaska to be more or less like Siberia; in 
fact, he has taken it for granted that such 
was the case, and his knowledge was there- 
fore at fault because it is only the interior 
of Alaska that is cold and not the coast at 
all. 

Now all of these things are facts. They

men are not slow in these days to take ad- 
vantage of. 

No railroad can ever be built to parallel 
this coast, because of the mountains that 
drop from the snow down into the water. 
Therefore the railroad is out of the question 
coastwise as a transportation proposition. 
But the water is here, and men have gone 
down to the sea in ships for lo, these many 
years. It is only natural, then, that they 
turn to the boat as a means and method of

dream about them, therefore it will be well 
for the manufacturer and business man gen- 
erally to pay pretty close attention to the 
balance of this article, because I am going 
into detail, and tell him how and where and 
why about the gasoline engine on this coast. 

Given this ideal motor boating ground, 
with a climate so mild that water never 


freezes nor obstructs navigation in any way, 


fill the water with fishes, the mountains 
with mineral, the shores with timber, and it 
becomes a field for human endeavor, which 
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transportation. Now we begin “to arrive,” 
as the Frenchman says. 

It is a boat country. The question now is, 
what kind of a boat will be best? Immedi- 
ately the answer standsout: Gasoline! 
Why? Because it is cheaper to install and 
to operate and is handier than steam. 
Because boats can be built that can better 
be handled among all these sluicing cur- 
rents of the island labyrinths than would 
be possible if the heavy and cumbersome 
steam boats had to be depended upon. Of 
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course, the heavy boat propelled by steam 
is the original long-ristance cargo boat, and 
this class of vessels is now engaged and al- 
ways will be, in long-haul transportation, 
just as they should be, and they carry on an 
average about eighteen to twenty million 
dollars’ worth of goods into Alaska from 
Seattle each season, a trade that is steadily 
increasing as the Alaska country settles. 
The steamers, however, after leaving Seat- 
tle, only touch at the established ports, such 
as Juneau, Sitka, Skagway, Seward, Dutch 
Harbor and Nome, and these points become, 
in turn, distributing points for all the three 
thousand miles of coast. Now the gasoline 
engine comes into play, because the gaso-

there is out of Africa,the large supply coming 
from the walrus herds and considerable 
from the unearthed remains of the masto- 
dons, which roamed at some prehistoric time 
all over this country, so that the gravels to- 
day produce a large amount of good ivory. 
The walrus ivory is obtained by trading with 
the natives, and a considerable number of 
sea-going gasoline trading boats are engaged 
in this trade, and also to some extent in the 
fisheries 

These vessels are usually schooner 
rigged, and carry an auxiliary engine from 50- 
h. p., up. An example of thisselass of boat 
is given in the schooner “Barbara Hern- 
ster,” shown in our illustration, in the Po

line propelled boat is the cheap and ready 
method of transportation; in fact, there is 
already a swarm of them, running every 
month in the year all along this coast, 
gathering up the products and taking them 
back to the steamboat points, and in turn 
taking back the supplies and manufactured 
goods that Alaska people have to have. To 
explain this it will be necessary to take up 
each class of business by itself, so we will 
begin with the fisheries, which means the 
salmon industry and also the cod fisheries, 
the halibut fisheries and the whaling, and 
closely allied to this is the fur and ivory 
trade. There is probably as much ivory 
comes out of Alaska and the North seas as 


lar sea, trading with the natives, who are 
alongside in their kyaks. The cod fisher- 
ies and halibut fisheries use almost the same 
class of boat, and travel both the open sea 
and the inside passage regularly with per- 
fect safety. 

The cod and halibut fisheries are located 
on the banks made by the currents at dif- 
ferent points all along this coast, and a 
large number of boats sail out of Seaitle, en- 
gaged in this trade. The whaling vessel is 
usually a large gasoline boat built more like 
the tug boat and which mounts a boom gun 
on the bow and works all along the coast 
within easy distance of shelter among the 
islands and within reach of the whaling sta- 
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tions scattered along the coast where the 
industry employs quite a number of vessels 
and men. : 

The heaviest industry, however, is the 
salmon fisheries which employ thousands of 
men and hundreds of boats. So that you may 
understand the extent of this industry I will 
say that there are canneries located at the 
mouth of nearly every stream of any size, 
all the way from the Columbia river to 
Dutch Harbor, and these canneries work on 
the “run” of the fish. The salmon are “run- 
ning” at some point on the coast almost the 
year ‘round, ¢0 that when the “run” is over 
at one point it is beginning some place else, 
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of the latest type, launched late in the fall of 
1907; and to show you what growth this 
class of boat is making I have obtained the 
picture of the “Pioneer,” the first seine boat 
on the Sound to carry a gasoline engine. 
This little boat was built in 1902, and car- 
ried a 5-h. p. San Francisco Standard en- 
gine. She is 38 feet long, 10 foot beam, and 
her speed is 6 miles an hour. Mind you 
she was the first seine boat to put in gaso- 
line. That was in 1902. This is 1908. In 
that length of time the engine has changed 
from a 5-h. p. to a 30-h. p., and the boat has 
grow from 38 feet long to 48 feet long, and 
the speed has increased from six miles an 
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“Pioneer,” 
and the salmon cannery of that locality 
works while the fish run. Salmon are caught 
in different kinds of nets and in traps, 
which sometimes take forty or fifty thou- 
sand fish on a single tide. Each trap has 
to have its gasoline tender to look out for it 
and to handle the fish. In addition there is 
an imense fleet of seine boats, which carry a 
crew of four or five men each, and work 
with purse nets in the open water. A good 
example of this class of boat is given in our 
illustration of a seine boat. This is a typi- 
cal purse net boat, 48 feet long, 12 foot 
beam, carrying a 30-h. p. San Francisco 
Standard engine, giving her a speed of ten 
and a half miles an hour. This boat is one 


the first salmon seine boat to use gasoline. 


hour to ten miles an hour. Today you can- 
not go anywhere on the salmon fishing 
grounds all along the coast and be out of 
sight or hearing of one of these seine boats 
in fishing season, go where you will, from 
the Columbia river to Dutch Harbor, over 
2,000 miles That means that an immense 
trade in gasoline engines has grown since 
1902, and yet it is now only nicely started! 

The salmon fisheries also use a fish buy- 
ing boat, which cruises out from the canner- 
ies and buys the catch of these purse net- 
ters and brings it to the cannery. A great 
number of these fish buyers are still running 
by steam, but they are changing to gaso- 
line as rapidly as possible, the question be- 
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ing to get a supply of large engines fast 
enough to meet the demands. The gasoline 
fish buyer of the very near future will be 
anything under 100 feetlong, using a gasoline 
engine up to 150-h. p., depending on the ter- 
ritory she has to work in and the field she 
has to cover. The latest example of the de- 
velopment of the gasoline fish buyer is the 
“Ruby,” shown in our illustration. She is 


She is operated usually by one man, who 
runs up the river, spreads his gill nets, and 
drifts back with the net with the current. 
Hundreds of these boats are in use today, 
and other hundreds are building, because it 
is an economical proposition, and one man 
can make good money fishing in this way 
and selling his fish to the cannery through 
the fish buying boats, which make regular

a combined fish buyer and trap tender, 54 
feet long, 12 foot beam, and carrying a 50-h. 
p. San Francisco Standard engine. 

The fourth class of boat used in the sal- 
mon fisheries, is the gill netter. This boat, 
as it appears at the mouth of the Fraser 
river, the Columbia, and other points, is usu- 
ally a 30-foot double-ender carrying a 5 to 
10-h. p. engine. 


trips to the points where the gill netters are 
engaged in fishing, and buys and pays for 
their fish as it takes them aboard, and in 
this way brings the market to the fisherman 
and soon gathers a full cargo for the can- 
nery. 

There is practically no limit to the mar- 
ket for the gill netter engines. This about 
covers the fishing industry.

MOTOR BOAT SHOW 


There is to be a motor boat show at the 
A. Y, P. Exposition in 1909; this is now set- 
tled and the show is assured. 

I took this matter up with Mr. Campbell, 
manager of the association shows at Chi- 
cago, last January, and also with Mr. Na- 
deau, director general of the exposition, by 
mail at the same time. Since then I have 
been at work on the proposition, until, on 
my arrival at Seattle from the East, enough 
had been done to give a tangible founda- 
tion to build on. 


AT SEATTLE ASSURED. 


I had a conference with Mr. Nadeau at 
his office on the Exposition grounds at 
Seattle immediately on my arrival from the 
East, which resulted in a definite plan of 
action for holding the biggest motor boat 
show of all of them, and am thus able to 
give engine and boat manufacturers the first 
authentic information concerning the pro- 
ject. 

For the information of all engine and 
boat manufacturers who wish to exhibit, I 
give the following information, obtained 
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from Mr. Dosch, director of priviliges and 
exhibits, who has the matter in charge at 
the A. Y. P. Exposition, and who is the man 
who will deal direct with the exhibitors. 
Knowing about what the exhibitors would 
want to know first, I wrote the following 
list of questions, and asked Mr. Dosch to fill 
in the answers, which he did, so that the list 
of questions and answers below will give the 
prospective exhibitor a good idea of the gen- 
eral lines along which the big motor boat 
show will be conducted. 


All letters concerning the show or want- 


ing further information should be addressed 
direct to Henry E. Dosch, director of exhib- 
its and privileges, A. Y. P. Exposition, Seat- 
tle. Upon receipt of any letter concerning 
the motor boat show Mr. Dosch will imme- 
diately answer in detail any and all ques- 
tions on the whole project. He will have 
maps of the grounds, and blue prints of the 
special building which will be put up to 
accommodate the motor boat show. 

This features 
never before seen in any motor boat show in 
the country, for the big building is to be 
built out over the water of Lake Washing- 
ton, so that each exhibit will have a slip 
running into the building right alongside of 
the exhibit space, thus allowing the exhibi- 
tor to place his exhibit of engines on the 
floor and run them with gasoline, and at the 
same time have a boat alongside to demon-

There will be 
plenty of water for demonstration purposes, 
as Lake Washington is twenty-eight miles 
long, and deep enough to float a battle-ship

products at this show in better shape than 
they have ever beén able to at any motor 
boat show in the United States, and an ex- 
hibit at the A. Y. P.

Question.— What date does the fair open?

Answer.—June Ist, 1909. 

Question.—How long does it continue? 

Answer.—Until October 15th, 1909. 

Question—Will it open on time? 

Answer.—Yes, unquestionably. 

Question.—What date does the motor 
boat snow open? 

Answer.—This will have to be decided by 
the motor boat people, as any date is agree- 
able to us, but it is best to have the motor 
boats here on opening day, and keep them 
on exhibition until the close. 

Question.—Is the motor boat show to be 
located on line of travel, or off to one side of 
the grounds? 

Answer.—It is our intention to place it 
on the lake along the line of travel, so as 
not to sidetrack the proposition. 

Question.—How will exhibitors get in on 
this, by square foot space or otherwise? 

Answer.—The rate for exhibit space is 
$1.00 per square foot. 

Question.—How big a building will be 
built for it? 

Answer.—The building will be large 
enough to accommodate all who desire to 
exhibit; we are now contemplating a build- 
ing 100 feet in width by 600 feet in length. 

Question.—What will space cost exhib- 
itors? 

Answer.—$1.00 per square foot. 

Question.—What transportation facilities 
are there for putting exhibits into the 
grounds and building? 

Answer.—There will be a railway spur of 
the Northern Pacific to take boats directly to 
the building. 

Question.— Will exhibitors be allowed to 
use gasoline to demonstrate with inside of 
the building? 

Answer.—Inasmuch as this building is to 
be constructed for the purpose of showing 
gasoline motor boats, they will be permitted 
to use gasoline to demonstrate the workings 
of their engines. 

Question.—Can exhibitor exhibit both en- 
gine and boat at this show? 

Answer.— Yes. 

Question.—What arrangements can be 
made for transportaticn of exnibits from the 
East to the show? 

Answer.—The transportation facilities 
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are all railways from any point in the East 

directly to the exposition grounds. 
Question.—What are the freight rates on 

boats and engines to Seattle from St. Paul, 


Chicago, Detroit, Buffalo, Boston, New 
York? 


Answer.—We are not conversant with the 
rates, and the motor boat people will be able 
to secure that information better direct 
from the agencies at their locations, but we 
have.arranged that if they pay tariff rate to 
the exposition here at Seattle, their exhibits 
will be returned free to the initial point of 
shipment upon certificate issued by this di- 
vision, or in other words, there will be but 
one way rate for the round trip. 


Question.—Can boats be run from Lake 
Washington to the Sound during the show? 
Answer.—For the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the workings of these various motor 
boats, they will be permitted to travel dis- 
tances hereafter to be agreed upon. (This 


will be determined by needs as_ they 
develop.) 


Question.—Whait is the smallest space for 
any one exhibit, and what is the largest 
space? 

Answer.—This will have ‘to be deter- 
mined by the exhibitors themselves, as we 
make no restrictions of any kind. 


Question.—What is the largest boat any 
slip in the building will accommodate? 


Answer.—The slips will vary from six 
feet in width and twenty feet in length to 
twenty feet in width and eighty feet in 
length. 


Question.—Will a breakwater be built so 
the lake will not injure boats in slips? 

Answer.—That will have to be decided 
by the exhibitors. ° 


Question.—How will the exposition treat 
with exhibitors—as individuals, or will the 
A. Y. P. arrange with the Motor Boat Asso- 
ciation? . 


Answer.—The usual mode is for each 
exhibitor to make an application for his in- 
dividual exhibit, so as to get the benefit of 
the awards from the jury.

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Question.—What is the latest date one 
can arrange for space? 
Answer.—Application for space should 


not be later than September, this year. 


Question.—On what terms is space con- 
tracted for? 


Answer.—On application for space, for 
which we have blanks for exhibit purposes. 
If sales privileges are desired, then a con- 
tract will have to be made specially, and 
these arrangements must be made directly 
with the exhibitors showing motor boats. 
(This means privilege to sell and deliver on 
the grounds, but does not mean that orders 
cannot be taken for delivery from the ex- 
hibitor’s factory, as there is no intent to pro- 
hibit orders being taken by exhibitors from 
samples shown at this show.) 


Question.—Who is in charge of the mo- 
tor boat show at A. Y. P. Exposition? 


Answer—This will be under the direct 
management of this division. 


Question.—Who can give quick and accu- 
rate information to exhibitors on special 
questions? 

Answer.—All questions addressed to 
Henry E. Dosch, A. Y. P. Exposition, Seattle, 
will receive prompt reply. 

For further specific information not cov- 
ered here write to Mr. Dosch as above.

PROSPECTS OF THE HAINES MODEL. 


Recently while in the M. Hartley Com- 
pany’s Jjtore in New York I had the pleas- 
ure of meeting Mr. Nichols, vice-president 
of the Colt Fire-arms Co., and remembering 
how much had been said in these columns 
about the Haines Model revolver, I thought 
it would be a favorable time to put in a good 
word for those who want such a weapon. 
Mr. Nichols listened thoughtfully, and when 
I got through he made a statement which 
was in effect as follows: 

“Now, look here doctor, we want to make 
and sell those revolvers just as much as 
any of your friends want to buy them—more 
so, in fact. The trouble is, and we have 
looked into the matier quite thoroughly, 
that it will cost somewhere between $20,000 
and $25,000 to install the machinery to make 
them, and we can’t see enough prospective 
business in that model] to warrant the out- 
lay. If we could, we would take it up very 
quickly. It is simply a business proposi- 
tion; show us that there is a sufficient 
market to warrant the above outlay, and we 
make the gun.” 

There was no use arguing against such 
a proposition, and it looks as though the 
only way to get that gun on the market is 
to show that there is a sufficient demand. 





The picture which Mr. Haines published, 
however, is certainly a handy looking weap- 
on, and I guess you can put me down on 
that list for one if it will be of any help. 
In spite of all that has been said about 
the target revolver shot versus the man who 
uses the hand weapon for “business,” | 
don’t believe there is enough difference of 
opinion between them to fight over. Surely 
the “business” shooter would not go out 
where he might expect trouble without a 
pretty thorough course of practice at some 
kind of target, and while he was pursuing 
this course he would meet with the same 
problems as any other target shooter. On 
the other hand, the expert target revolver 
shot of today does not by any means limit 
himself to the deliberate fire which seems 
to be the chief point of criticism, for rapid 
fire is coming more and more to the front 
in a good many matches. 

Nor have the target shooters been men 
to sit down and be content with the stocks 
and handles as made at the factories. In 
my club (the Manhattan) I think there have 
been as many different sizes, shapes and 
styles of revolver and pistol handles brought 
in as one could well imagine, and I do not 


believe that even Mr. Haines’ most excel- 
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lent appearing model would satisfy them 
all. But just as a rifleman will get the most 
satisfaction out of a stock he has worked 
over and altered to suit his own ideas, so 
our revolver enthusiasts seem to profit most 
by what they can produce themselves. We 
are fortunate in our club in having a num- 
ber of very fine mechanics, who are able 
to work out their own ideas and those of 
their fellow members. When they cannot buy 
a thing that they want, they make it. 

About the most remarkable revolver 
handle our members have produced was one 
made by a dentist. He could never get a 
handle to suit him until he took a wax im- 
pression of the inside of his hand or “grip,” 
and then produced a rubber revolver handle 
made after the impression out of the same 
material he uses in making sets of false 
teeth. It was a weird loking affair, just 
about the color of one’s gums, but it was 
really quite comfortable to hold, even to 
others than the doctor himself—certainly 
it made a far better fit than a set of false 
teeth made by the doctor for one person 
would have been for another. 


The members of the Manhattan associa- 
tion have not joined in the demand for the 
Haines Model, but I venture to predict that 
if it is brought out more than half of them 
would buy one. They have been pretty well 
satisfied with the present exceedingly ac- 
curate models of revolvers taking the .38 
Colt and .38 Special cartridges, but if any- 
one happened to walk in some night with a 
Haines and make a good score with it, it is 
safe ta say there would be a good many of 
them in evidence the following week. Such 
is the force of example. And I would sug- 
gest that one way to help the cause along 
would be for some shooter who has the 
necessary skill to make one up by hand, and 
demonstrate what can be accomplished with 


it. Its better shaped handle and single ac- 
tion surely would not detract from its ability 
to do good work at the target, while its 
adaptability as a “business weapon” would 
be assured from the fact of its having been 
designed by those who are skilled in that 
line. Perhaps, if Mr. Haines does not ac- 
complish his purpose otherwise, we can get 
some of our mechanically-inclined members 
to take hold of it and help along in this 
way. 

Since writing the above, I have read 
Mr. De Angelis’ letter in the April number, 
but I don’t think the various personalities 
indulged in need be answered—it does no 
good, and wastes time and space. 


As to whether Mr. Linkletter’s article 
in the January number really advocated the 
load used, I would rather each one would 
read it and decide for himself. I am free to 
admit that it had the virtue (!) of ambiguity. 
However, Lefore trying that experiment I 


asked quite a number of people to read it . 


and tell me what they understood by it, 
and nearly all agreed that it advocated the 
load mentioned as having been successfully 
used by the writer in a “built over” revol- 
ver, but that it was “too paralyzing” for an 
ordinary revolver. So what I tried was the 
load that the ordinary, average reader would 
be led to try from reading the article, in a 
revolver built over according to the instruc- 
tions, 

And that the majority of readers have so 
understood it is quite evident from the com- 
munications of various writers in this de- 
partment since the January number; notably 
those of Messrs. Crossman, Newton (page 
302), and Linder. Others have understood 
differently, but that would not prevent some 
from getting hurt.

AN ABLE DEFENSE OF THE HAINES MODEL. 


Referring to Mr. Crossman’s letter on 
the subject of the Haines Model revolver 
in the February number of Outdoor Life, I 
feel that in justice to Mr. Haines and others 
who are endeavoring to improve American 
arms and ammunition, the arguments in 





Mr. Crossman’s letter should not be _ per- 
mitted to pass unnoticed. 

Conceding that his long experience in 
the use of firearms has made him an ex- 
pert, it does not follow that he has nothing 
more to learn. 























His assertion that he “has never seen 
a really fine rifle or revolver shot who was 
not thoroughly familiar with his favorite 
arm and with all other makes of this arm, 
rifle or revolver,” proves nothing. 


A statement of this kind appearing in 
the columns of a journal like Outdoor Life 
with its critical clientele certainly chal- 
lenges debate. 

Mr. Crossman’s letter would justify one 
in the belief that no one could ever become 
a successful rifle or revolver shot without 
a theoretical knowledge of weapons and 
ammunition. 

That the reverse is true is my firm opin- 
ion after many years of experience with al- 
most every type of small arms used in 
America and a close study of the men who 
use them. 

On more than one occasion I have had 
my pet theories rudely shaken by the blunt 
philosophy or practical demonstration of 
some obscure woodsman or ignorant half- 
breed whose knowledge of weapons was 
limited to the mastery of one gun. There 
is an old maxim which is still current 
among riflemen, “Beware of the man with 
one gun.” This class of shooters are look- 
ing for results and they constitute the great 
majority. 

Some of the original inventions and most 
of the improvements in small arms origi- 
nated with and should be credited to the 
class of men so aptly described by the edi- 
tor as “hard-headed”—men who, by rea- 
son of their environment, are forced to the 


daily use of firearms and usually well quali- 
fied to judge their merits and to suggest 
improvements. 

Mr. Crossman says that “while Mr. 
Haines’ idea may be a good one, until there 
is a demand for this weapon by the expert 
shots of the revolver world it would appear 
that the many advantages of this particu- 
lar model were mostly in Mr. Haines’ 
head.” Suppose Samuel Colt had followed 
the same line of reasoning and waited for 
a demand, etc.; it would be interesting to 
know just what kind of weapon Mr. Cross- 
man and his select circle of experts of the 
revolver world would be shooting today. 

The model as suggested by Mr. Haines 
embodies all the good points of time-tried

weapons. Mr. Crossman cannot criticize 
any feature without displaying a lack of 
familiarity with the evolution of the Ameri- 
can revolver. The enormous hammer 
which he derides is one of the points 
which met the approval of the men whose 
occupation made the six-shooter a part of 
their daily dress. 


If Mr. Crossman cares to go into the 
matter in detail he will discover that the 
heavy hammer of the Colt and Winchester 
arms was, among other good points, what 
made the reputation of these weapons. 


Mr. Crossman further states that it is 
impossible to produce a smoother or better 
pull than is turned out on the Colt or 8. 
& W. target guns. This, joined to the ad- 
vantage of the double action, makes a gun 
that is good enongh for the finest shots in 
the world and in fact for anyone using a re- 
volver. 


I heartily congratulate the Colt and S. & 
W. people on their achievement. I doubt 
whether they yet realize what they have 
accomplished. 


“A pull that cannot be improved upon 
and a revolver good enough for the finest 
shots in the world.” 


The Colt and S. & W. people can now 
discharge their draughtsmen and mechani- 
cal engineers. Inventors may now retire 
or apply their talent and genius in other 
directions along lines where perfection has 
not yet been reached. Outdoor Life can 
dispense with its most interesting and in- 
structive department, as it will be unneces- 
sary for contributors to advance new ideas 
or compare notes, and the poor carpenter 
who invariably blames his tools will find 
“his occupation gone.” The “hitherto un- 
known star” which did erstwhile blaze forth 
to light our path, has been eclipsed. In 
its place we have an astronomical mon- 
strosity of the first magnitude who, daz- 
zled by his own brilliancy, fondly imagines 
that he is big enough to shed light on both 
hemispheres at once. 


In closing his article Mr. Crossman says 
that “the target shooters are the real ex- 
perts and the men who are the best judges 
as to the requirements in a weapon.” 

I must differ from Mr. 


Here, again, 
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Crossman, and I will endeavor to prove that 
he is mistaken. 

Some years ago the S. & W. company 
put out a beautiful weapon, known as the 
Winans Model. I believe that Walter Win- 
ans, the world-famous target expert, fur- 
nished the specifications. As a_ target 
weapon it left little to be desired and was 
used and preferred by most of the noted 
target experts of that time. 

Notwithstanding its illustrious parent- 
age it was not adopted by either the prac- 
tical frontiersmen or the fighting contin- 
gent of the United States army. 

My experience among practical shooters 
prompts me to say that their choice of gun 
is determined more on account of its ac- 
curacy, strength, durability, wearing quali- 
ties, ability to stand neglect, ease, quick- 
ness and safety of manipulation, rather 
than on the refinement of sights, a danger- 
ously light trigger pull or its ability to 
plant a squib load in the 10-ring every shot 
at 10 or 20 yards. 

No one loves the shooting game better 
than I do. I have spent many delightful 
hours with rifle and pistol, trying to 
Squeeze out just one more point. I have 
also been privileged in the way of a close 
camaraderie with that longer and more 
practical class of men whose weapons 
meant vastly more to them than a tool for 
punching holes in a sheet of paper. 

The target range is the kindergarten of 
the marksman and the proving ground of 
the expert. Outside of this it has little 
practical value. I am firmly of the be- 
lief that exclusive target practice, un- 
less with military weapons, has a ten- 


dency to feminize, not only the sport, but 
the weapons as well. Witness some of the 
scores made with special weapons, hair- 
trigger pull, unpractical sights, squib loads 
and fired from a shelter or indoor range! 

It was target shooters’ ideas that caused 
the change of the army revolver from the 
Old Reliable .45 S. A. Colt to the .38 D. A. 
The test of practical service, the experience 
of one campaign, has consigned the latter 
to the scrap heap and caused a stampede 
back to the .45 caliber and a new type of 
gun. 

Our German brethren offer us another 
example of the exclusive target shooter. 
For years they have not varied from the 
customs of their ancestors. They pound 
away, never varying their range, their rifle, 
their sights, their load or their methods. 
Until they do so they would cut but a sorry 
figure on a game trail or on a skirmish line. 

The Haines Model has been ably dis- 
cussed in the columns of this journal by 
men whose articles pro and con proved them 
to be amply qualified for the task. No sub- 
ject of interest to American sportsmen was 
ever more ably handled, and I know of none 
that created such a deep and lasting inter- 
est. The improvement of American arms 
has been largely an evolution. A retaining 
of the time-tried features and a rejection of 
those which have served their purpose but 
can be dispensed with to make room for 
something better. 

Along these lines Mr. Haines has been 
working, and the reception accorded his pen 
work in this and other journals fully justi- 
fies a continuance of the same.

THE LINKLETTER LOADS AGAIN 


Editor Outdoor Life.—I live in the “wilds 
of Washington” as the Missouri man has it, 
yet these same “wilds” are the homes of 
more enthusiastic gun owners to the square 
mile than any other place I have ever seen 
in thirty years of travel, and among them 
are the inventors of three individual rifle 
sights, namely, the Stanbra, Sheard and 
Daniels Concentric. If Mr. Linkletter has 
loaded a .38-40 caliber cartridge to drive its 
bullet a mile and half—and a .40-90 Winches- 


ter single shot to send its composition bullet 
through the shank of a steel railroad rail and 
three inches of fir wood behind it, then the 
question arises, Why can’t these arms be 
built to stand these loads, some of which are 
almost again as powerful as those now 
turned out by the factories? Mr. Linkletter 
has tried his own “medicine” on himself be- 
fore asking any one else to use it—he has 
shot his rifle loads from his shoulder and 
his pistol was held in his hand when being 
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fired; and strange to say, he was not blown 
up with either rifle or pistol, nor have the 
parties he turned these weapons over to and 
who have been using them for quite a while, 
been blown up. Nor have those foreign 
hunters who are using the “built over’ rifles 
in India and other countries, and who also 
are using these better and more powerful 
loads of Mr. Linkletter’s invention, dislo- 
cated their shoulders or blown their heads 
off up to date. 

Mr. Linkletter’s claim that there is not 
a cartridge now turned out by the factories 
sufficiently powerful to risk life and limb 
on the result of one body shot at such ani- 
mals as African lion, tigers, elephant and 
the larger game animals of India and Africa, 
the wild carabao of the Philippines, the 
walrus, Kadiak bear and our own moose and 
girzzly—is perfectly right. Personally I 
would feel far more safe if hunting any of 
these animals to know that I was using 


Linkletter’s loads, if the arms I was using 
were strong enough to stand these powerful 
loads, than to use any factory ammunition 
now on the market. 

Dr. Hudson, while perfectly sincere in his 
test, might have made a mistake in loading 
or in the reaming of the pistol he used, as 
Mr. Linkletter used a .38-40 and a .44-40 Colt 
pistol for quite a while with these powerfui 
loads, and they were still intact at last ac- 
counts. Mr. Linkletter is very popular here, 
where he is known, and is the last man in 
the world to want to blow any one up. Our 
own government is always on the lookout for 
a more powerful cartridge; never a less pow- 
ful one. Why not so with sporting arms, es- 
pecially for hunting such animals as I have 
mentioned. Since Mr. Linkletter has devel- 
oped these loads would it not be a more 
progressive step to build arms suitable for 
these loads than to stay where we are?

THE ACCURACY OF THE LINKLETTER-SPECIAL LOADING 


Editor Outdoor Life:—‘“Will Mr. Linklet- 
ter Please Answer?” Under this heading, A. 
L. C. B. inquires for information in regard 
to the accuracy of my special loading that 
I use in my transformed .40-90 S. S. Win- 
chester rifle; and it affords me great pleas- 
ure to reply to his request. 

First, please allow me to state that the 
rifle has a No. 4 barrel, which insures 
against spring and flip, and the arm weighs 
10% pounds, which “insures me from being 
kicked off the earth,” and it should weigh 
11 pounds. Its accuracy is beyond cavil, 
for, at 500 yards, I am able to call my shots 
before the marker can indicate them; but 
from old age and hard usage I am not able 
to make a very close group, for in order 
to do so I need a telescope sight and a 
mechanical rest—of which I have neither; 
but I have shot a 20-inch group of six shots, 
off hand, standing. I shoot from no other 
position, as the person that does spoils him- 
self for future shooting. 

This rifle was not transformed for the 
purpose of being used as a plaything; nei- 


ther is this special loading of mine any 
dude’s toy; but they were intended, as |! 


stated in my article in the January issue of 
Outdoor Life, to demonstrate the feasibility 


of using a lead bullet at high speed, which 
had been declared impossible by all of the 
other experts on arms and ammunition. But 
I knew the cause of their failure and also 
knew that it could be readily remedied, to 
which consummation I proceeded. 

But it causes some people to have “hy- 
drophobia” to think that a person of no 
previous notoriety should have accom- 
plished what had so baffled the rifle ex- 
perts and boards of ordnance of all nations; 
that they declared it impossible to use a 
lead bullet at high speed without filling the 
grooves with lead and thus spoiling the ac- 
curacy of the shooting. 

From the closeness thet I can call my 
shots at 500 yards I deem it a reasonable 
estimate, with a telescope and mechanical 
rest, that a six-inch group could readily be 
shot at that distance; but my bullets, with 
their “sawed-off” points, were not intended 
for making high scores at long range; and 


that the rifle, with its 18-inch twist, is able 
to handle these long bullets for as great a 


distance as it does, without their wobbling, 


astonishes me; for they go past the 1,000- 
yard mark before they begin to wobble. I 


deem that a .40 caliber rifle should have a 
12-inch twist to successfully handle a 450- 
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grain bullet at 2,000 yards and over; of 
course nobody is thinking of shooting such 
distance at game; but the range of my load- 
ing is far beyond that; for my loading pro- 
duces considerably greater speed than 2300 
feet a second, although this is all that I 


have claimed in my magazine articles. 
Doubtless the bullets would go much far- 
ther than 1200 yards before they began to 
wobble, ifthe bullets had “the Spitzer-point” 
but as a sharp bullet is not fit for sucn 
game as grizzly bear or moose, I have no 
use for them in my grizzly loading. 
About the .40 caliber rifle that Mr. Shu- 
maker’s brother, in Germany, has: The 
George C. Shumaker who was in this 
country sent an order to our iargest manu- 
facturer of arms in the United States, but 
when the president saw my name to the 
specifications it caused him to have “hydro- 
phobia,” and he absolutely refused to make 
the rifle! But Mr. Shumaker has money to 
do things with, so he sent the order to his 


brother in Germany, and he sent it (with 
the exception of the throating) to England, 


and had the rifle made; and when he re- 
ceived it he took it to the Mauser shop and 
had it throated “a la Linkletter”’; and at 
the time of his writing the rifle had been 
fired 1800 times, yet the wear was so slight 
that it was scarcely visible; and from such 
a showing he deemed it a reasonable esti- 


mate that the rifle could be fired 40,000 
times with such loading without damaging

Editor Outdoor Life:—I note in the 
April issue of Outdoor Life Mr. E. C. Cross- 
man charges me with having stepped on his 
corns in an article by me published in the 
March number. 

The burden of Mr. Crossman’s first com- 
plaint is he believes I am mistaken regard- 
ing the standard charge for the Krag cart- 
ridge, but, although he states he has re- 
loaded and assisted in reloading thousands 
of these cartridges, he does not state what 
the charge actually is. His attempting to 
dispute the proposition that the regulation 
charge is 34 grains W.A. powder is amus- 
ing, since this statement is printed upon 
every can of this powder sold, and it is 
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its accuracy, and that the rifle and ammu- 
nition is the most accurate of any rifle and 
arm that he has any knowledge of. Thus 
I have corroborative evidence to support my 
claim that my achievements with trans- 
formed arms and my special loading are 
“world-beating” just as I have previously 
claimed. 

I have fired my .40-90 S. S. rifle 1600 
times, and it not only shows no wear, but 
from the use of graphite on the paper 
patch, the inside of the rifle is in finer con- 
dition than when it was new. If used 
with a “hard-shell” bullet such as the mak- 
ers of ammunition call right, the barrel be- 
ing common steel, it would have been “shot 
to a frazzle” in less than one-half this num- 
ber of shots. Yet my achievements are so 
lacerating to the tender feelings of BE. C. 
Crossman of California that he wishes me 
to run out and jump off the éarth! 

As corroborative evidence of my state- 
ments in regard to the .40 caliber rifle that 
Mr. Shumaker has, that was made a la 
Linkletter, I am _ herewith enclosing Mr. 
George C. Shumaker’s account of the rifle 
and its performance, and I earnestly pray 
that our good editor will publish it, not- 
withstanding it has been previously pub- 
lished in the National Sportsman; for such 
evidence as this will be very quieting “to 
the volcano that has been in eruption of 
late.” | W. A. LINKLETTER.

very clear that Mr. Crossman has never 
even seen a can of W. A. powder; otherwise 
he would know that the figures given by 
me as the standard charge are correct. 

Mr. Crossman’s assumption that if an in- 
crease of 11% to 25% of the normal powder 
charge in the Krag would give dangerous 
pressures in that rifle, then twice as much 
powder as used in the Krag would burst any 
rifle, regardless of the size of the shell, of 
the bore of the gun or of the resistance of- 
fered by the bullet is a most refreshing il- 
lustration of the difference between theory 
and experience. 

As to Mr. Crossman’s vast experience ob- 
tained in reloading these cartridges, it is 
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singular that he did not learn the exact 
charge, and such experience has apparently 
as little qualified him as an expert upon the 
subject of the load as does the fact that it 
has lived all its life upon milk qualify a 
baby as an expert upon the composition and 
properties of that food. 

As to firing W. A. powder in the .45-90, 
I made no pretensions to any knowledge on 
the subject as I have never tried it but 
merely stated an impression as an impres- 
sion. I did not have in mind the Linkletter 
load in discussing pressures in the .45-90 
but considered the use of the regular 300- 
grain bullet. 

Mr. Crossman endeavors to show that I 
have been guilty, in my article in the 
March issue, of confusing the present model 
1906 Spitzer cartridge with the New 
Springfield, which is loaded with pyro-cel- 
lulose powder, with the model 1903 cartridge 
for this rifle, which is loaded with the W. 
A. powder, but a_ reference to Mr. Cross- 
man’s article in the February number shows 
that he used the following language: 

“This powder (W. A.) is used in the 
Krags and New Springfields by the govern- 
ment.” 

In his article in the April number he 
says: “W. A. powder has not been used 
for several years in the loading of govern- 
ment cartridges for this model (New Spring- 
field) rifle,” and also states “this (model 
1903) is no longer the New Springfield car- 
tridge nor has it been for some time.” 

I am well aware of the difference be- 
tween the model 1903 cartridge and _ the 
model 1906, also the time at which the lat- 
ter was developed and to quite an extent 
the time when it was issued to the troops, 
but inasmuch as Mr. Crossman had spoken 
of the New Springfield cartridge using the 
W. A. powder I naturally treated of that 
cartridge in my article. 

As to the W. A. powder not having been 
used for several years in loading govern- 
ment cartridges, all the model 1903 car- 
tridges were loaded with this powder, the 
average charge being 44 grains, as I am ad- 
vised by Dr. Hudson, the ballistic expert of 
the company manufacturing the same, and 
I am advised by the commandant of the 
United States troops at Fort Porter that 


these cartridges were withdrawn, and the 
new model 1906 cartridge substituted, in 
February, 1908, so that Mr. Crossman’s sev- 
eral years back dwindle considerably under 
examination. 

If Mr. Crossman had kept at all in 
touch with the target shooting develop- 
ments he would be well aware of the fact 
that the regular army has never yet used 
the model 1906 cartridge in regular target 
practice but will use this cartridge the com- 
ing summer. 

Therefore in view of Mr. Crossman’s 
statements in the February number in 
which he speaks of the cartridge using the 
W. A. powder, the fact that the model 1903 
cartridge is still used exclusively in sport- 
ing arms and the new cartridge has only 
within the last two months been issued to 
the regular troops, I think he traveled a 
long distance to find a pretext to charge 
me with confusing cartridges. 

I note in Mr. Crossman’s last communi- 
cation the statement that he lacks facili- 
ties for testing breech pressures but at the 
same time he speaks very positively of the 
amount of breech pressures developed and 
also states that 50,000 pounds pressure per 
square inch would destroy the Winchester 
or Marlin repeaters. This is made as a posi- 
tive statement of fact. I would like to ask 
Mr. Crossman what he actually knows about 
the resisting power of the rifles thus con- 
demned, since I am thoroughly familiar with 
the Krag, the New Springfield and the 
Model 1886 Winchester repeater, having the 
two latter in my private armory and con- 
sidering the Winchester to be fully as strong 
if not stronger than either of the others. 

My article in March Outdoor Life was 
written immediately upon reading Mr. 
Crossman’s article in the February issue, 
but at the same time I wrote Mr. Linkletter 
with a view to verifying the statements 
made as to the revolver load used, and Mr. 
Linkletter promptly replied that he had 
never recommended the use of 12 grains 
Bullseye in the revolver and mailed me a 
copy of the April, 1907, issue of Outdoor 
Life, which gave the load in the following 
language: 

“The load as I now have it developed 
is °/, of.a dram of black powder in the bot- 
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tom of the shell (8% grains), the same 
measure of Bullseye smokeless (which is 5 
grains by weight) on top and a 48-inch card- 
board wad on the powder and a thin felt 
wad on that.” 

Mr. Crossman in the February issue gave 
the load as 12 grains of Bullseye on top 
of the black powder, and I think it is this 
misrepresentation of Mr. Linkletter’s load 
by Mr. Crossman which led to the unfor- 
tunate experience of Dr. Hudson in firing 
this charge, as it was the 12 grains Bulls- 
eye charge which Dr. Hudson used. 


I wrote Dr. Hudson, asking him regard- 
ing the load used, and he referred me to 
Mr. Linkletter’s article in January, 1908, 
Outdoor Life, this being the same article to 
which Mr. Crossman referred. If either of 
the gentlemen will read the article in the 
January number carefully they will see that 
Mr. Linkletter did not recommend the 12 
grains of Bullseye for the revolver cart- 
ridge, but only for the rifle, therefore I 
think, regardless of the merits or demerits 
of Mr. Linkletter’s load as described by him, 
there are certainly several apologies due 
Mr. Linkletter, and Mr. Crossman should 
head the list, particularly in view of the in- 
temperate and discourteous language used 
by him in his article. 

Mr. Crossman states that I am evidently 
a non-military rifleman. I have served six 
years in the New York national guard, an 
organization which has been heard from on 
the rifle range, and been a member of many 


rifle teams, and now have in my armory 
six breech-loading military rifles from the 


first .50-70 Springfield down to the new 
Springfield magazine rifle, all of which 
rifles I have used and also loaded ammuni- 
tion for, and in no case did I load without 
knowing how many grains of powder I was 
using. Further I have followed carefully 
the development of the national arm for the 
past ten years, keeping in close touch with 
the experiments of the ordnance department, 
and am fully posted as to each development 
as soon as it is given to the public. More- 
over the ordnance department is at the 


present time experimenting with one of my 

inventions and I shall have another ready for 

submission within the next three months. 
Mr. Crossman states that he would like 
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my opinion as to the Bullseye powder for 
moderate loads. Regarding this I would 
say that I have seen the powder used 
considerably, and purchased and now have 
on hand a can of it, but have never used it, 
because of my observations of its operations 
in a friend’s revolver, wherein it gave splen- 
did results as far as ballistics were con- 
cerned, yet developed a gas of such intense 
heat that I did not care to subject the bore 
of any of my weapons to such a temperature. 


My friend used three grains weight of 
Bullseye in a .388 Smith & Wesson Special 
revolver, using a round bullet cast about one 
to ten of tin, with one ounce of mercury to 
each five pounds of metal added. The bul- 
lets were seated in the mouth of the shell, 
unsized. 


The velocity was far above that of the 
regular service cartridge, the trajectory con- 
sequently much flatter, the accuracy was all 
that could be asked, and there was not the 
slightest tendency to lead, alhough no lubri- 
cation was used, the mercury in the bullet 
seeming to give it a sort of greasiness, the 
same as found in the greaseless .22 caliber 
bullets manufactured by the ammunition 
companies, but at each discharge there was 
such a sheet of white-hot flame streamed 
out of the muzzle of the gun that I did not 
care to tackle it. My friend advises me that 
the bore of the revolver is beginning to show 
some traces of the effect of this heat. With 
2% grains of Bullseye in the same cartridge 
the heat was noticeably reduced, but the bal- 
listic properties suffered somewhat at the 
same time. 

I note Mr. Crossman refers to his neigh- 
bor in the next flat up, who wrote an article 
signed “D. A. Mphule,” published in the 
March issue. Regarding this, I think an error 
of the writer of that article was in not sign- 
ing the name in good plain English, as it is 
evidently his property. 

I am sorry that I stepped on Mr. Cross- 
man’s corn and if I could impress upon Mr. 
Crossman and his neighbor, who misspelled 
his name, the advisability, to say nothing of 
the courtesy, of refraining from _ vilifica- 
tion of others in the public press, to distin- 
guish between frank adverse criticism and 
blind abuse, to quote others correctly when 


























he quotes, and to know something of his sub- 
ject before he attempts to write magazine 
articles concerning it, I shall feel that the 
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space I have wasted in this magazine has 
not been in vain.

“DENUNCIATION AND VILIFICATION?” 


Editor Outdoor Life:—It is a question 
whether it is worth while to pay any atten- 
tion to the communication of Mr. E. C. 
Crossman, at pages 197 and 201 of Outdoor 
Life for February, and of Mr. Chas. Newton, 
at page 301 of Outdoor Life for March. But 
as an ardent champion of a lost cause—for 
I am afraid the Haines Model is a lost 
cause—as a personal friend of Mr. Haines, 
and as a student of firearms and their use, 
I feel that their statements ought not to go 
unchallenged. 

Mr. Crossman’s service in the Illinois 
naval militia, his sharp-shooter bar from the 
state of Illinois, his California distinguished 
marksman bar, and his present national 
guard membership do not impress a well- 
informed Schuetzen rifleman very much. 
Up to the last very few years na- 
tional guard shooting has been a by- 
word and a mocking among the mem- 
bers of civilian rifle clubs, and any 
medals or insignia awarded by state govern- 
ments and not by National Rifle association 
may mean a good deal, but occasionally 
means less than nothing. It is significant to 
note in passing that Mr. Crossman does not 
even possess a target rifle at present. 

But the idea that the first rate target 
shots of U. S. Revolver association—I do not 
mean men like Mr. Crossman or members 
of the Providence Revolver club, none of 
whom are in the world-beating class, as an 
inspection of their weekly scores in “Arms 
and the Man” will show—men like Dr. Luck- 
ett and Mr. Dietz and Dr. Sayre and Mr. 
Partridge and Mr. Himmelwright, are “the 
best judges as to the requirements in a 
weapon” is without foundation in fact. There 
may be a few individual exceptions, but the 
work that these men do ordinarily is not at 
all practical. They can do first rate work 
at target under U. S. R. A. rules for com- 
petitions; they understand thoroughly the re- 
quirements of a revolver that is merely 
a target-shooting instrument, not a practi- 
cal hunting or military arm, and that is all! 





They do not handle revolvers in a prac- 
tical way. In every form of competition 
under the U. S. R. A. rules, even in the 
rapid fire matches, the shooter is allowed 
to have the revolver in his hand before the 
event commences. He can take as much 
time to adjust his hand and fingers to the 
awkwardly shaped “modern” revolver stock 
as the target rifleman needs to adapt his 
anatomy to the Schuetzen butt plate and 
palm-rest. These men do not ordinarily 
use the full service load at distances less 
than fifty yards even in the .38 Special, 
which is as light as a practical revolver 
load ever ought to be. And there is a mid- 
range load for the .38 Special which some of 
them use even at fifty yards. They say that 
the full service load makes too much noise 
to use indoors, and that it would “annoy 
the neighbors,” but that does not alter 
the fact that this sort of thing is not, and 
ought not to be called revolver shooting. 
Let me quote from Mr. A. C. Gould, the 
“father of American revolver shooting,” 
and the only trustworthy authority on the 
subject who was primarily a target shot: 

“There are many exceedingly fine shots 
posing before the world as expert revolver 
shots, who have gained their reputations 
wholly by shooting tiny charges of powder 
and a light bullet from an arm originally 
made for a practical charge. Such shooting, 
I have often stated, in my opinion, should al- 
ways be classed as pistol shooting, and re- 
volver shooting recognized only when shot 
with ammunition for which the revolver is 
made, and within a specified time.” (Modern 
American Pistols and Revolvers, pages 109- 
110.) 

Much light on the value of an expert 
target shot as an authority on the revolver 
is shed by “Guns, Ammunition and Tackle.” 
The monograph on shotguns, by Captain 
Money, is conservative, but trustworthy. Mr. 
Kephart’s article on the hunting rifle is 
excellent. Mr. Carlin’s “Theory of Rifle 
Shooting,” considering its length and the 
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ground it covers, is undoubtedly the best 
thing of the sort that has ever been written, 
and is worth a lot more than the price of the 
whole book. But the article by Mr. A. L. 
Himmelwright, a target shot of target shots, 
the president of the U. S. Revolver associa- 
tion, on the pistol and revolver, is worse 


than worthless. It is so full of gross and 
palpable errors as to make it utterly value- 
less. I am not going to take the time to 
point them out now, as they are so obvious 
that the most cursory inspection will dis- 
close them, but I will do so some other 
time, if anyone doubts this. 

There is one very well known profes- 
sional revolver shot whose manner of hand- 
ling a revolver is distinctly practical. By 
this I mean that he can shoot quickly and 
accurately with either hand or with both at 
once, hit objects moving or thrown in the 
air as well as stationary targets, and handles 
six-shooters as though they were weapons, 
and not surveyors’ transits. This man is 
really a gun artist, and his opinion on a 
revolver is worth more than a dozen of 
those of members of the Manhattan Rifle 
and Revolver association, or of all of the 
Providence Revolver club, with Mr. Cross- 
man’s thrown in for good measure. I am 
talking of A. H. Hardy of Lincoln, Neb. 
And I should like to call Messrs. Crossman’s 
and Newton’s attention to the fact that 
Captain Hardy is in line for the Haines 
Model. 

Neither Mr. Haines nor any other Haines 
Model advocate ever claimed, by the way, 
that for purely target work the Haines 
Model would possess advantages over the 
1905 Smith & Wesson. We believe that it 
would be quite as accurate, and infinitely 
better adapted to rapid handling. The de- 
mand for this mode! may not have been 
large enough to justify its manufacture, 
though I believe that the true reason whiy 
it has not been made is that both the Colt 
and Smith & Wesson concerns prefer not 
to put another model on the market as long 
as they retain between them the monopoly of 
making and selling the only well-made re- 
volvers in the country. They appreciate 
that the men who want the Haines Model 
will use some of their other models if they 
can’t get it, so they won’t lose any sales 
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as long as neither one of them makes it. 
But although the demand may have been 
small, it was an intelligent demand, from 
practical men, who knew exactly what they 
wanted. 

Mr. Crossman and Mr. Newton seem to 
think that Mr. Haines wants the Haines 
Model because he can’t do good target work 
with existing arms. To those of us who 
have seen his targets, shot at distances 
varying from twenty to one hundred yards, 
with .88 Smith & Wesson 1905, .38 Colt 
New Army, .38 Colt Officer’s model, .44-40 
Colt single action army (his scores with this 
arm at twenty yards with full service charge 
of black powder would make Dr. Hudson’s 
targets, made with Bullseye from machine 
rest at that distance, that was shown in the 
March number, look very cheap, and some 
of his fifty yard targets are better than 
the target made at twenty yards from ma- 
chine rest with the black powder factory 
load that Dr. Hudson illustrated), .44-40 
Smith & Wesson single acuon and .45 Colt 
single action army, using different arms, 
with barrels varying in length from 4% 
inches to 7%, using in every case full ser- 
vice loads, this is simply ridiculous. Mr. 
Haines is the most modest man I know, 
but if things could be arranged so that he 
could get into the U. S. R. A. matches some 
year there would be something doing, or 
several of us are very much mistaken. 

But Mr. Haines is a practical revolver 
shot primarily. He uses 4 revolver in 
hunting, and kills a lot of game with one. 
And it is probably safe to say that he owns 
and uses more different rifles and revolvers 
in a year than either Mr. Crossman or Mr. 
Newton has had in his life. 

Mr. Crossman and Mr. Newton are both 
looking for trouble, as their remarks on the 
Haines Model show, so this justifies me in 
pointing out some of the joints in their 
own armor. I am not holding a brief for 
Mr. Linkletter, and have never tried any of 
his loads, for the reason that they would 
give much greater energy than I need, but 
I do know that his theories as to the neces- 
sity of a super-caliber gas-tight bullet are in 
line with those of the best informed rifle- 
men of the day, and that in attempting to 
work out high power smokeless loads with- 














out using a metal patched bullet he is mak- 
ing an improvement in ammunition whose 
value cannot be overestimated. : 


Mr. Crossman says, on page 201, “He 
goes on to state that he used this load in a 
Winchester single shot rifle, but in the be- 
ginning states that this is the load he 
uses in his .44 Colt’s.” Mr. Linkletter never 
said anything of the kind, as I pointed out 
in my obituary remarks on Dr. Hudson. 
The load of seven grains of black powder 
and twelve of Bullseye that he describes 
in the January number is, as he then said, 
and as Dr. Hudson learned from experience, 
“a much more powerful and paralyzing load 
than can be safely used in a revolver.” I 
am beginning to believe that the Winches- 
ter Repeating Arms Company is right in 
advising against reloading smokeless car- 
tridges. That is, in the case of people who 
who are unable to understand simple printed 
directions, like Dr. Hudson and Mr. Cross- 
man. Their relatives ought not to let them 
play with high power explosives. 

This may be what Mr. Newton calls ‘“de- 
nunciation and vilification,’ but what can 
one do under the circumstances? One must 
either keep quiet or else call a spade a 
spade, and I have described the agricul- 
tural implement as gently as I conscien- 
tiously could.

Mr. Newton has at various times advo- 
cated the manufacture of certain .22 and 
.25 caliber cartridges loaded with high 
power smokeless powder and metal patched 
bullets, and has advised the use of metal 
patched bullets for target work. This is 
none of my business, and I would not have 
spoken of it if he had not unnecessarily 
attacked the Haines Model. But it may be 
said in this connection that well-informed 
riflemen are practically a unit in seeking to 
obviate the use of the metal patch, that for 
mid-range target work it never has equaled 
the cast bullet in the past, and with the 
many new smokeless loads that are con- 
stantly being worked out for target use with 
cast bullets, in the future it will be less 
desirable than ever. Mr. Newton’s loads 
are not out of date, for target riflemen have 
always had sense enough to fight shy of the 
metal patch. They are simply eccentric. He 
is trying to hold up the wheels of progress, 
just as Mr. Linkletter is trying to help them 
along, but it is interesting to notice that the 
Haines Model has hundreds of advocates, 
Mr. Linkletter has a good many, but Mr. 
Newton, as far as one can learn, has none 
at all.

CROSSMAN DEFENDS HUDSON. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—A gentleman by 
the name of De Angelis, whose sole claim 
to recognition as an authority on shooting 
appears to be the fact that he wrote divers 
long letters on the subject of the Haines 
Model, has an exceedingly vituperative at- 
tack on Dr. Hudson in the April number of 
Outdoor Life. This gentleman is apparently 
angered because Dr. Hudson—as I under- 
stand, at the request of Outdoor Life—al- 
though this has no bearing on the matter 
—tested one of Linkletter’s loads and found 
it, to speak mildly, too strenuous for safety, 
and told the rest of the shooting cranks 
of his experience. Now comes this gentle- 
man from the peaceful regions around 


Utica, New York, where judging from De 
Angelis’ former articles in Outdoor Life, the 
bad man and the desperado abound, and 
accuses Dr. Hudson most bitterly of “but- 


ting in.” He also wails over the fact that 
Dr. Hudson has fallen from his supposedly 
high estate as an expert on shooting, all 
because Dr. Hudson read one of Linklet- 
ter’s incoherent articles, as did the writer, 
and a number of other shooting cranks, to 
the effect that he advocated using 12 grains 
of Bullseye in a .44 caliber revolver. The 
doctor accordingly tested this loading, gen- 
erously using one of his own revolvers in 
so doing, and as he fully expected, the re- 
volver was rendered almost as useless as 
De Angelis’ pet gun, the Haines Model. 
This gentleman says that “We” have 
been laboring for a number of years under 
the impression that Dr. Hudson was not 
only a remarkable rifle shot and also that 
he was one of the best informed and most 
intelligent firearms authorities in the 
country. That is, until he stepped on De 
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Angelis’ pet corn by showing up one of 
Linkletter’s dangerous loads, or else show- 
ing up that gentleman’s inability to express 
himself in plain English. We have no means 
of knowing who was included in this general 
category of “We,” although presumably it 
refers to himself and his small coterie of 
men who are unable to land on a decent tar- 
get with any revolver now made, and there- 
fore, like our anarchistic friends, who are 
unable to make a living under the existing 
order of things, are “‘ag’in’ the government.” 

Mr. De Angelis will find that no “butting 
into print” of any amount of catalogue ex- 
perts will affect the standing of Dr. Hud- 
son with the American riflemen, particularly 
with the military branch of the brotherhood. 
Dr. Hudson’s book, “Modern Rifle Shooting 
from the American Standpoint” and Town- 
send Whelen’s book, “Suggestions to Mili- 
tary Riflemen,” are the Old and New Testa- 
ments of the military rifleman, and the 
writer personally has learned more from the 
suggestions in these two books than he has 
from all his groping practice. Dr. Hudson 
needs no introduction or defense to the 
men who have read his book or who have 
kept track of his wonderful shooting. He 
is well known to be the finest all round rifle 
shot in the United States. This is enough, 
but for the benefit of the non-military gun 
crank, it might be interesting to mention a 
few of Dr. Hudson’s past performances. He 
has twice been on the Palma team, shoot- 
ing for the blue ribbon of the rifle world 
against teams from England, Australia, Can- 
ada, and one year from Ireland, and the 
Palma team is composed of the best dozen 
rifle shots in the United States. Last year 
Dr. Hudson was high man in all the cracks 
competing for places on the team. He has 
won about everything in the “Schuetzen” 
off-hand contests which he entered. He 
designed a new Schuetzen bullet and load, 
which in his own hands won the annual 
100-shot match at Armburster Park in 1905, 
beating all the crack Schuetzen riflemen of 
the country. He won the all-comers match 
at Sea Girt in 1905 and his record of 241 on 
the German ring target with this load still 
stands. He, in conjunction with Thomas, 
designed the best bullet ever turned out for 
the Krag, and which helped the 1907 Palma 
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team from this country, of which Hudson 
was a member, win the trophy with a 
world’s record score. His book is one of 
the finest ever written on military rifle 
shooting and it is so complete that even 
Townsend Whelen has not attempted to 
touch on subjects which Dr. Hudson covered, 
but quotes him almost verbatim in a good 
many places. In the front of Townsend 
Whelen’s book appears the following: 

“AN APPRECIATION.—In the prepara- 
tion of this work I have been very greatly 
assisted by the information I have received 
from the writing of Dr. W. G. Hudson and 
also from the columns of Shooting and 
Fishing.” 

“Nuf sed.” 

It will be interesting to have Mr. De An- 
gelis give us his records in the shooting 
line, that we may judge of how qualified he 
is to attack the knowledge of the greatest 
rifleman in the United States, merely be- 
cause he exposed a fool load and after- 
wards wrote a few general comments on 
the danger of over-doing loading with high 
pressure smokeless powders. The writer for 
himself, at least, begs to assure Mr. De An- 
gelis that he will accept Dr. Hudson’s state- 
ments on anything pertaining to the rifle 
or revolver, when he—De Angelis—and Link- 
letter have both departed from this mun- 
dane sphere from too much indulgence in 
knowing more than the manufacturers of 
arms and ammunition. It is passing queer, 
that no matter how high an estate a man 
may win in any particular line, there are 
always persons ready and anxious to pull 
him down, merely because his opinion may 
differ from theirs. 

Mr. De Angelis moans that “Dishonest 
and unscrupulous critics are attempting to 
discredit Linkletter by intentional misrepre- 
sentation of his statements.” This pathetic 
statement is funny, and the more one reads 
it the funnier it grows. Just why anyone 
should wish to discredit Mr. Linkletter’s 
ideas—provided they are of benefit to the 
shooting fraternity—is difficult to see. When 
Dr. Hudson invented the new Krag bullet, 
the shooting fraternity rose up and called 
him blessed, and they are just as willing to 
rise up the same way when any other new 
and useful ideas are involved, but they do 

















not care to “rise up” through the agency of 
some half a pound or more of mis-applied 
Bullseye powder, through the advice of the 
gentleman up north. 

The gentleman from Utica states that Dr. 
Hudson went out of his way in attacking Mr. 
Linkletter—that there was no necessity for 
his interfering with Mr. Linkletter at all. 
Also the New York gentleman imagines that 
Dr. Hudson is sorry that he “butted in.’ 
Mr. De Angelis’ idea of personal liberty is 

‘rather queer, to say the least. Mr. Linklet- 
ter published his loads for the benefit (7?) 
of the shooting fraternity, and evidently 
wanted the fraternity aforesaid to try them. 
Dr. Hudson merely tried one of these loads. 
It was certainly no breach of confidence for 
him to write to Outdoor Life, just as Mr. 
De Angelis has done, giving his experience 
with a much discussed new loading. His 
whole offense lay in that his findings were 
against Mr. Linkletter’s recommended load- 
ing. If his report had been the other way, 
how soothing it would have been to the ears 
of the gentleman from Utica and how Dr. 
Hudson’s reputation as an authority would 
have risen—in Utica. 

Mr. De Angelis states emphatically that 
Linkletter did not recommend any such 
loading as tried by Dr. Hudson and goes 
back into ancient history a few years to 
quote some load that he—Linkletter—did 
recommend, regardless of the fact that that 
brilliant man from the wilds of Washing- 
ton might have evolved a dozen different 
and more vicious loads since. The load we 
are interested in is the one given in the 
January number of Outdoor Life and which 
Mr. De Angelis loudly denies as intended 
for a revolver. It will be of interest to 
quote the whole paragraph and then analyze 
it, as not only Dr. Hudson, but dozens of 
other shooters have read it to apply to re- 
volvers. The paragraph was as follows: 

“My .44 special loading that | use in my 
built-over Colt’s New Service .44 revolver is 
a much more desirable cartridge for deer 
hunting than any that are on the market, 
and the shell is capable of a much more 
powerful and paralyzing load than can be 
safely used in a revolver. With a 260-grain 
bullet with 7 grains of black powder in the 

bottom and 12 grains of Bullseye smokeless 
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powder on top, I got more penetration (fired 
from a rifle) in a fir block—we have no 
pine here to test penetration with—than the 
-75-90-300 black powder Winchester car- 
tridge. This loading was fired from a Win- 
chester single shot rifle, but I deem the ’92 
model abundantly strong enough to with- 
stand such loading,” etc. 


Only one load is mentioned in this whole 
article and the reader must come to the 
conclusion, as did Dr. Hudson, that the 
figures given above represented “My special 
loading that I use in my built-over Colt’s.” 
The statement that the shell is capable of 
a more powerful and paralyzing load than 
can be safely used in a revolver is simply 
nonsense and the average shooter, knowing 
that this would be true of any revolver 
shell, would read on trying to find out what 
this much vaunted special loading consisted 
of. From the fact that Linkletter states 
that the loading used in his revolver is a 
much more desirable cartridge for deer 
hunting than any on the market (modesty), 
when the reader arrived at the figures, he 
would naturally conclude that these figures 
were the formula for the .44 revolver load— 
especially in view of Mr. Linkletter’s past 
reputation for tremendous loads of powder. 
Either Mr. Linkletter did recommend this 
load for a revolver or else he is incapable 
of clearly expressing himself in the English 
language. 

And no one knows yet what Mr. 
letter meant. 


Mr. De Angelis states that he is sur- 
prised that Dr. Hudson had sense enough to 
hide behind a stone wall when he fired 
this idiotic load. In view of the fact that 
this remark is made about the greatest fire- 
arms authority in the country, it would ap- 
peal to the average man as being extremely 
raw and childish, although it may be the 
Utica way of politely expressing one’s dif- 
ference of opinion. It would not take any 
great amount of sense to make one hide 
behind a stone wall if he had ever fired 
Bullseye very much and was preparing to 
discharge twelve grains of this strenuous 
stuff in a revolver. 


Mr. De Angelis is not only going to make 
Dr. Hudson “apologize abjectly” (joke), but 
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he is going to burn the Doctor’s ships be- 
hind him by refusing to let this awful crime 
of the unfortunate, cringing, fear-stricken 
doctor be forgotten. 

This gentleman also states that Mr. Link- 
letter has never had a fair deal and advises 
people to test his loading thoroughly before 
condemning it, forgetting that the average 
man is inferior to a cat in that he has but 
one life. And, after all, what in Sam 
Hill does anyone want to test the 
theoretical loads of some backwoodsman 
{John M. Browning might nave been 
called a “backwoodsman” twenty , five 
years ago, too. Such slurs, therefore, 
have no weight in an argument.—Editor] 
for, when the factories that make the pow- 
der and the people that load the ammunition 
test the loads for us and give us the benefit of 
their complete and delicate testing appara- 
tus. To what end shall we test these loads 
at the risk of our lives? Are our present 
loads unsatisfactory or inefficient? From 
the experience of the writer with Bullseye in 
both revolver and rifle, Dr. Hudson’s re- 
marks at the end of his article are both 
truthful and worthy of the attention of the 
would-be experimenter with high pressure 
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powders. The following letter may prove of 
interest to readers of Outdoor Life:

Dear Sir:—File RS-6.—In reply to your 
letter of February 25th would state that we 
do not advocate the use of “Bullseye” pow- 
der in any rifle. This is a revolver powder, 
and entirely too quick burning for any long 
barrel. If you desire a load for the .32-40 
and .38-55 for short range you should use 
“Unique,” or for mid-range “Sharpshooter.” 
If for Schuetzen work we would recommend 
your using Du Pont Rifle Smokeless No. 1. 
“Bullseye” is a revolver powder, pure and 
simple, and is only designed with the ex- 
tremely rapid expansion of gas necessary 
in a weapon that has the escape of gas at 
the junction point of cylinder and barrel. 

Perhaps by this time you have seen the re- 
sult of using a Linkletter load, so that it is 
unnecessary for us to say anything further 
than what Dr. Hudson mentioned in Out- 
door Life.

WANTED—BY THE ARMY OF AMERICAN SHOOTERS A COMPLETE TEST OF ALL 
THE LINKLETTER LOADS. 


From the evidence at hand and from a 
personal letter from Mr. Linkletter, it is 
plain to be seen that Dr. Hudson (unfortu- 
nately—and unintentionally, of course) mis- 
understood Mr. Linkletter’s loading for the 
.44-40 Colt’s New Service revolver when he 
made his test as reported in the March issue 
of our magazine. Feeling that our readers 
were not satisfied with Dr. Hudson’s test, 
we wrote to him a letter in which we sug- 
gested his trying out some of the other loads 
advocated by Mr. Linkletter, but he informed 
us that he would be unable todoso—atleastat 
the present time. We are even now exchang- 
ing some correspondence that may result 
in his changing his mind, which we sin- 
cerely hope he will, for the benefit of the 
large army of rifle and revolver shooters in 
not only this, but in other countries as well. 

Anticipating that our negotiations with 
Dr. Hudson for a full series of these tests 


might fall through, we took the matter up 
with Mr. Ashley Haines, whom it is pos- 
sible we may be able to get to carry them 
on, At any rate we hope to be able to get some 
good recognized expert to do this work, and 
that we may be able to give our readers a 
favorable report on the plan in our next 
number. 

In reply to our letter to Mr. Haines re- 
garding employing his services in this test 
we received a personal letter touching on 
the Linkletter loads, which we are going to - 
assume the responsibility of publishing. As 
there was no warning “not to publish” it, 
we presume Mr. Haines will not object. It 
covers sO many interesting phases of this 
discussion, and comes to us at such an ap- 
propriate time for using (besides being from 
a man whom the whole rifle and revolver 
shooting world recognizes as being an ex- 
pert in the practical use of these weapons, 
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and manifestly fair and liberal minded) that 
we are going to take chances and give it 
to our readers: 

Dear Mr. McGuire:—Yours of recent date 
regarding the Linkletter loads has been re- 
ceived and read with interest. All this trou- 


ble over the Linkletter loads, if I have a - 


proper conception of the matter, relates 
particularly to the .44-40 Colt’s New Ser- 
vice revolver and a load that Dr. Hudson 
and several other experts imagined Linklet- 
ter recommended for it. One has only to 
look over the back numbers of Outdoor Life 
to learn that they have misunderstood Mr. 
Linkletter entirely. Although I have never 
used the load that he recommended in a re- 
volver I believe it would be not only a safe 
load, but an accurate one as well. This 
load was 8% ers. black powder and 3.4 grs. 
“Bullseye,” and not 7 grains black and 12 
grains “Bullseye” toat Mr. Linkletter sug- 
gested for a rifle and the load with which 
Dr. Hudson wrecked the Colt’s revolver. 


I have a made-to-order .44-40, ’92 Win- 
chester rifle (ordered through Mr. Sheard) 
and although this rifle has a nickel-steel 
barrel I should hesitate to use 12 grains 
“Bullseye” in it, not to mention the addi- 
tional 7 grains black. Still Mr. Linkletter 
says it’s safe when used in arifle and I’m not 
one to say it is not without positive proof. 
The only experience I have had with a mix- 
ture of black and smokeiess powders was 
when unable to procure smokeless primers 
(as has often been the case, for a gun crank 
is handicapped at every turn in British 
Columbia). In the .32 H. E. S. & W. 2 ers. 
black and 2 grs. “Bullseye” (this load was 
also satisfactorily used in the .38 ’91 S. & 
W.) in the .38 Colt’s and S. & W. Special 
3 grs. black and 2.8 “Bullseye,” these were 
excellent loads—no “long-fires” and barrels 
cleaned easily; powders loaded loose in 
shell. In the .44-40 S. & W. 4% ers. “Bulls- 
eye” and 3 grs. black—also loaded loose— 
gave good accuracy at 20 yards, but I fan- 
cled the load was not as powerful as 40 
gers. black. Probably a slightly larger bullet 
‘would have been more satisfactory. 

Touching the roast that Mr. De Angelis 
has served up for Dr. Hudson will say as a 
preliminary that Mr. De Angelis is one of 
the very best friends I have on earth and, 
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although he has, I must confess, handled 
Hudson rather roughly, I fancy that Mr. De 
Angelis thought it justly due him for not 
following directions, for nothing is plainer 
than the fact that Hudson, as well as many 
others, had blundered. I must confess that 
many of Linkletter’s loads look exceedingly 
dangerous and, to say the least, unneces- 
sarily powerful—the load he mentions for 
the .45-90 Winchester particularly so, and 
especially if this is to be used in a stand- 
ard weight black powder barrel. With 
a nickel-steel barrel or an extra heavy bar- 
rel the gun might stand it, but I should have 
to see it tried and proven before being con- 
vinced—and even then I’d just as soon some 
one else behind the stone wall pulled the 
string. 

While on the subject I must say that I 
think Mr. Crossman has underestimated the 
strength of the breech mechanism of the ’86 
model Winchester. I’m not saying that there 
are not stronger ones, but I am of the opin- 
ion that any barre] that a man would want 
fitted to this action would be burst before 
the locking device would give way. I once 
saw a .45-90 86 model Winchester in a gun- 
smith’s shop that was fitted with an extra 
heavy barrel that had evidently been shot 
(just once, probably), with a charge of dy- 
namite, for the barrel was split near the 
breech for some three or four inches, yet the 
action was not strained, so far as I could 
see (and I examined it closely), in the 
slightest—working as easily, surely and 
smoothly as the day it left the factory, 
thereby proving to me that the inventor, Mr. 
Browning, knew what was required in the 
way of a specially strong action. 

Regarding Linkletter’s load for the .40- 
90 single shot Winchester, many of those 
who criticize this load overlook the fact that 
Mr. Linkletter’s rifle has the No. 4 barrel, 
which is very heavy, and as the breech 
block is of the Sharp’s pattern, would stand 
very powerful charges. 

In closing this  hastily-written and 
lengthy letter, will say that to me it seems 
unfortunate and is to be regretted exceed- 
ingly that the mistake of Dr. Hudson and 
the experts shouid have occurred and that 
the spirit of criticism (coupled often with 
cutting sarcasm) should so often appear in 
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the columns of the best magazine of its 
kind published. I fear that I have in a few 
instances written in this spirit when it 
would have been better otherwise. In future

“My .44 special loading that I use in my 
built-over Colts New Service .44 revolver is 
a much more desirable cartridge for deer 
hunting than any that are on the market.” 
So far so good. Now for this, and follow 
closely: “and the shell is capable of a much 
more powerful and paralyzing load than can 
be safely used in a revolver.” Now he pro- 
ceeds to give the load that the shell is cap- 
able of, but which he stated cannot be used 
in revolvers. “With a 260-grain bullet, with 
7 grains of black powder in the bottom and 
12 grains of Bullseye smokeless on top, I 
got greater penetration (fired from a rifle) 
in a fir block (we have no pine here to test 
penetration with) than the .45-90-300 black 
powder Winchester cartridge. This loading 
was fired from a Winchester single shot 
rifle, but I deem the ’92 model abundantly 
strong enough to withstand such loading, and 
the only reason that I haven’t tested such 
loading in a ’92 model is on account of a 
lack of money with which to buy and re- 
build the rifle. But the appearance of the 
primers indicate that such loading is well in- 
side of the limit of endurance of the .44-40 
’92 model Winchester.” 

When Mr. Linkletter thinks that the 92 
model rifle might be questioned as being 
able to handle 7 of black and 12 of Bullseye, 
even the most slovenly of readers should 
have gathered from that that the load was 
never meant for revolvers. Mr. Linkletter 
could not make his meaning plainer to the 
careless reader except by kindergarten dia- 
grams. 

Dr. Hudson, in his denunciation of Mr. 
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Linkletter, has acted in a manner decidedly 
unbecoming a gentleman. I trust that he 
will make restitution for his offense by mak- 
ing a public apology to Mr. Linkletter. 

I do most earnestly hope that this ex- 
planation will help to vindicate Mr, W. A. 
Linkletter. He has been maligned enough, 
for no reason.

BELIEVES DR. HUDSON SHOULD MAKE FURTHER TESTS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—I have been a 
reader of your excellent magazine for sev- 
eral years, and have always been much in- 
terested inthe “Arms and Ammunition” de- 
partment, as I am an enthusiastic rifle and 
revolver crank. 

I noted with considerable interest, in 
your issue of February, 1908, that Dr. Hud- 
son, who in my opinion is the leader of 
American riflemen, was to make a test of 
the loads recommended by Mr. Linkletter. I 
anticipated. much pleasure and profit from 
tests by this intelligent expert, but in the 
report contained in your last issue, I was 
much disappointed, because I believe that 
this test does not do Mr. Linkletter justice 
in any sense, and if it were not that Dr. 


Hudson’s reputation precludes such 
cion, I should say that the test seemed to 
be conducted for the purpose of discredit- 
ing Mr. Linkletter, instead of for the pur- 
pose of determining the value of his sugges- 
tions. This I do not believe to be the case, 
but think that Dr. Hudson has inadvertently 
done Mr. Linkletter an injustice, and uncon- 
sciously placed him in a bad light before 
your readers. 

I do not understand from a reading of 
the various articles of Mr. Linkletter that 
he ever advocated 12 grains of Bullseye as 
a load for the revolver. [ think a careful 
reading will reveal that this load was sug- 
gested for the .44 rifle and that Mr. Link- 
letter stated that he had never tried it even 


suspi- 
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in that arm. Now, why pick that untried 
load for a test in place of the many loads 
Mr. Linkletter claims he has tested and se- 
cured wonderful results from? 

In your April, 1907, issue, Mr. Linkletter 
gives his load for the .44 Colt’s New Service, 
as 81% grains of black powder priming and 
5 grains weight of Bullseye, which is quite 
a reduction from the load used by Dr. Hud- 
son. He in that issue further particularly 
describes the bullet, etc., giving complete 
data for the loading of his .44 revolver. I 
believe the experiment should have been 
made with this load, and not with the load 
which Linkletter suggested for a deer load 
for the .44-40 rifle. 

I have not the issue before me where 
the recommendation of this load is made, 
but am sure Mr. Linkletter stated that his 
revolver load for the .44-40 was better than 
the regular loading of that rifle for deer, 
and then suggested the load containing 12 
grains Bullseye as a proper deer load for the 
rifle. 


In the interest of justice I believe that 
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Dr. Hudson should make a test of Linklet- 
ter’s .40-90 rifle loading and also the load- 
ing which Linkletter uses in his .44 Colt’s 
New Service, as detailed in your April, 1907, 
issue. These tests would show the riflemen 
of the country whether or not they were on 
the right track, in following Mr. Linkletter’s 
suggestions, and would be of real value to 
the firearms enthusiast everywhere. 

I hope to see these tests made. Dr. Hud- 
son is the best man in the United States to 
make such tests, as the riflemen of the 
country know him to be an inteiligent and 
expert rifleman, and his opinion after fair 
tests will come nearer being accepted by 
the rifle cranks than that of any other man 
in America. 

I cannot bring myself to believe that Mr. 
Linkletter’s articles have been mere fab- 
rications, and while his ideas are revolu- 
tionary, I still have faith in his theories not- 
withstanding the failure of the so-called test 
made by Dr. Hudson under a mistaken in- 
terpretation of Mr. Linkletter’s article.

GENERAL COMMENTS. . 


Editor Outdoor Life:—Have just read 
Mr. De Angelis’ letter in the April number 
of your interesting magazine relative to Dr. 
Hudson’s experiment with the Linkletter 
load in .44 revolver. Am sorry he has used 
the language he did as it was not necessary 
even if he felt called upon to criticize the 
doctor. De Angelis has not correctly 
quoted Linkletter’s article on p. 69 of the 
January number, as that article states “the 
shell is capable of a much more powerful 
and paralyzing load than can be safely used 
in a revolver.” As this statement follows 
some remarks about a built-over Colt’s New 
Service .44 and is followed by details of a 
load used in the shell, it appears to refer to 
a load for revolver although Linkletter may 
not have intended it to be so used. If he 
referred to a rifle load it should have been 
so stated, and even reiterated, as too much 
care cannot be exercised in loading smoke- 
less cartridges. I think it is up to Linklet- 
ter to say just what his January article did 
mean. If Dr. Hudson ever errs it is cer- 
tainly on the safe side. 


On p. 395, William Johnson gives a 
“chemist” credit for a nitro solvent. This 
formula is given in Dr. Hudgon’s book, 
written January, 1903, (“Modern Rifle Shoot- 
ing”), and he is the one who made it known 
to rifle shooters. Johnson’s friend should 
have given the credit. 

On p. 387 April issue, C. L. Smith refers 
to destructive effect of Sharpshooter pow- 
der. If he will first clean his barrel with 
stronger ammonia, 26°, dry it thoroughly 
and then use Dr. Hudson’s nitro solvent, I 
think he will have no trouble. I have so 
used this powder in a Pope .25-21, a Win- 
chester .32 Special, a Winchester .30-40 
musket and a Krag, and they are all bright 
and clean, with no visible sign of pitting. 
The Sharpshooter is such a good powder 
for medium loads in high power rifles that 
any method of caring for the rifles was very 
welcome to me. 

The nitro-solvent is also a good rust pre- 
ventive, and this (Florida), is a very se- 
vere climate on any exposed steel on ac- 
count of the moisture. My rifles stand for 

















months with no attention after being thor- 


oughly cleaned as above. The ammonia 
kills the acid residue. Without it guns aave 
to be cleaned for several days after shoot- 
ing. 

Have read Mr. Haines’ article on addi- 
tional information in catalogs with much 
interest. Hope the rifle makers will take it 
under consideration. 
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Permit me to say I think each number 
of your magazine better than the last, espe- 
cially the articles on guns and ammunition, 
in both of which I am much interested. 

Am hoping your contributors will soon 
write about various loads for the Springfield 
1906 model. This is a little early, maybe, 
to look for it, but if we ask early we will 
get it sooner.

In March Outdoor Life, pp. 389- 
390, I see that Messrs. Linder and Rogers 
load up Rogers’ old girl with a pint of hot 
stuff, and then, because she goes up in the 
air, proceed to lay the blame on Linkletter! 
Also Dr. Hudson blows up his gun with the 
same load. Then these men, also Crossman 
and yourself, tell the other fellows (the 
ones that haven't any rifle brains) not to 
use the Linkletter revolver loads. The 
load that these men used in their revolvers, 
blowing them up, was not advocated by 


Linkletter. Linkletter’s statement is this: 

“My .44 special loading that I use in my 
built over Colt’s New Service .44 revolver 
is a much more desirable cartridge for 
deer hunting than any that are on the mar- 
ket, and the shell is capable of a much 
more powerful and paralyzing load than can 
be safely used in a revolver.

ALASKA’S NEW GAME BILL. 


We have received the accompanying let- 
ter from Congressman Humphrey of Wash- 
ington, relative to H. B. No. 14789, amend- 
ing the game laws of Alaska: 

Washington, D. C., March 31, 1908. 
Mr. J. A. McGuire, Editor Outdoor Life: 

Dear Sir—I enclose you herewith copy 
of the Alaska game bill, which has passed 
the House. It is now before the Senate 
and I have been promised that the Senate 


committee will take it up Friday of this 
week. I have great hopes of its being 
passed before Congress adjourns. As you 


will see by examining the inclosed copy, it 
was changed but little from the bill as orig- 
inally reported. W. E. HUMPHREY, M.C. 
We have been daily expecting advice 
from Mr. Humphrey as to the progress of 
this bill before going to press with our June 
number, as we especially requested him to 
notify us of its passage. It is a very im- 
portant measure and we hope it will be 
made a law. The most important section of 
the bill provides that by paying a license 
outside hunters can bring their trophies with 
them from Alaska—a privilege under the 
present laws that has been denied, except 
that bear trophies could be taken away. By 


its terms, two moose, one walrus or sea 
lion, three caribou, three mountain sheep 
and three brown bears are allowed to be 
killed by one person in one year. North of 
latitude 62°, brown bears may be killed at 
any time; moose, caribou, sheep, walrus and 
sea lions may be killed from August Ist to 
December 10th, both inclusive. South of 
latitude 62°, moose, caribou and mountain 
sheep may be killed from August 20th to 
December 3ist, both inclusive; brown bear 
from October ist to July Ist; deer and_ 
mountain goats April 1st to February Ist; 
grouse, ptarmigan, shore birds and water 
fowl, September ist to March list. No cari- 
bou shall be killed on the Kenai peninsula 
before August 20, 1912. 

According to the act, it will be unlaw- 
ful for a non-resident of Alaska t hunt any 
game animals, except deer and goats, with- 
out a license of $100 (citizens of the United 
States only $50), but no hunting is allowed 
on the Kenai Peninsula without a registered 
guide. Under this license the sportsman 
may ship (if killed north of latitude 62°) 
four deer, three caribou, three mountain 
sheep, three goats and three brown bears. 

Any person wishing to ship moose killed 


























south’ of latitude 62° must first obtain a 
special shipping license for which he shall 
pay $150, permitting the shipment of one 
moose. Not more than one general license 
and two special moose licenses shali be is- 
sued to any one person in one year. There- 
fore, if it was desired to ship .wo moose 
it would cost $300 for licenses. 

Very stringent sections are embodied in 
the act covering penalties for violations, 
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either by killing animals unlawfully or car- 
rying out the trophies against the laws. 

It is more than likely that the bill will 
become a law. 


LATER—Since the above was written 
we have received information from Wash- 
ington to the effect that the Humphrey bill 
passed the Senate, and, therefore, with the 
President’s signature, will become a law.— 
Editor. 


MALE ELK CHARACTERISTICS.

It is a well-established fact that a defi- 
nite purpose may be found involved in the 
creation of everything and it would be natu- 
ral to suppose that an elk was given the 
power to grow and bear such a formidable 
armament as the many sharp-tined antlers 
for a noble purpose, and that object was 
to protect from the wolves and other natu- 
ral enemies the helpless young and females. 
That is brave and chivalric and it seems 
befitting that an animal of such remarkable 
strength and symmetrical beauty as an ant- 
ler-crowned wapiti stag should possess the 
noble qualities with which Mr. Merrill has 
endowed him in the fertility of his own im- 
agination. 


A FAMOUS MUSX-OX 


Editor Outdoor Life:—The National col- 
lection of heads and horns at the Zoological 
park, has just received a notable and valu- 
able musk-ox head as a gift from Warbur- 
ton Pike of Victoria, British Columbia. All 
readers of Arctic travels and all hunters of 
big game know Mr. Pike as tne author of 
that finest of all works on northern Canada, 
entitled “The Barren Grounds of Northern 


Unfortunately for romantic conceptions 
the male elk, according to well-authenticated 
records, does not make special use of his 
cervine superiority except for self-protection 
and the excessive gratification of his beastly 
passions. During the mating season there 
is considerable clash of battle between 
pairs of full-grown stags for the purpose of 
establishing superiority, the possession of 
the cows being the prize. During this sea- 
son the bulls are passion-blind and the cows 
first scent danger and give warning to the 
herd, the bulls, on acount of their tremen- 
dous strength and agility, sometimes leading 
the retreat from danger. 

And when the calves are born, the fath- 
ers are far away, the mothers being their 
sole protectors against enemies. At this 
time the bull is baldheaded, having shed his 
formidable head-dress, and could not, if he 
would, assume a much bolder front than the 
cow. In fact, this Romeo is rarely, if ever, 
found in the role of protector to his kind. 
From this, however, it should not be errone- 
ously inferred that a bull elk gotten into a 
close corner or severely wounded is by any 
means a harmless beast.

Canada,” published by the Macmillan Com- 
pany in 1892. Among books of its kind, it 
is a classic. It describes Mr. Pike’s daring 
and even terrible trip in midwinter into the 
country of the musk-ox and barren ground 
caribou, from which he brought out the 
first detailed and authentic information 
ever given to the world regarding the bar- 
ren ground musk-ox on its native heath. His 
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book was the motif of all subsequent hunt- 
ing expeditions into that desolate, and, in 
winter, terrible country. 

Mr. Pike is a resident of Victoria, Brit- 
ish Columbia, and owns a gold mine in the 
Dease Lake region. A year ago he passed 
through New York and was made much of 
by the big game hunters of New York at 
the Boone and Crockett Club and in the 
Zoological Park. From the first he has been 
keenly interested in the movement for a 
National Collection of heads and horns. 


The musk-ox head recently received from 
Mr. Pike is the largest and finest trophy of 
his famous expedition. It appears in Mr. 
Rowland Ward’s “Records of Big Game,” 
well up near the top of the list of “record” 


heads of musk-ox. Its measurements are as 
follows: 


In. 
Length of horn on outside curve....... 26% 
Distance between tips of horns........ 27 
Width of horn at base................ 11 


The hair under the chin is about a foot 
in length. 

The head was mounted by John Fannin, 
late curator of the Provincial museum at 
Victoria, and is in a fine state of preserva- 
tion. Its colors are apparently as fresh as 
when, in a temperature of 30° below zero, 
in a howling gale of snow, the owner was 
shot, decapitated and devoured—all save this 
head—by five desperate men and a dozen 
hungry sled dogs.

AWAITING THE VERDICT OF THE COMING ELKS CONVENTION. 


On July 18th last at the annual convention 
of the B. P. O. E., a resolution was passed 
providing for the appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate the vandalisms committed 
in the elk country in regard to killing these 
animals for their teeth, such committee to 
make its final report at the 1908 annual con- 
vention of the order. A part of this resolu- 
tion was in the form of a request that in 
the interim all members refrain from the 
wearing of these teeth as emblems. As the 
time will soon come for the annual conven- 
tion, naturally all sportsmen are anxiously 
awaiting the decree of the order of Elks, 
which, if favorable to the cause, will mean 
more for elk preservation in this country 
than any other single act that could be 
passed. 

There were many contributing influences 
that led to this action by the B. P. O. E. For 
years this magazine has been using its best 


endeavors to induce the Elks to consider 
this proposition favorably, we going so far 
as to induce a dozen or more Western 
lodges to proclaim against the practice. On | 
Feb. 5th, 1907, we framed a memorial that 
was presented and passed by the Wyoming 
Assembly soon thereafter, asking the Elks 
to stop the practice, a copy of which was 
sent to the Grand Exalted Ruler of the Elks, 
to President Roosevelt, and to every subor- 
dinate lodge in the country. On Feb. 25th, 
1907, immediately after the passage of the 
Wyoming memorial, Capt. A. W. Lewis of 
Fern Hill, Wash. (a member of No. 1 Lodge, 
New York City), wrote a strong personal 
appeal to President Roosevelt asking the 
President to take the matter up with Judge 
Henry A. Melvin, Oakland, Cal., the Grand 
Exalted Ruler of the order in America. This 
the President immediately did, resulting in 
some very cordial correspondence passing 
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between these men—the reply from Judge 
Melvin being so favorable to our cause that 
we re-printed it in a former issue. 

The members of the committee appointed 
at the last B. P. O. E. convention to inves- 
tigate the merits of this cause are Perry A. 
Clay, Denver, Colo.; D. A. Preston, Rock 
Springs, Wyo., and Frank A. Hering, South 
Bend, Ind. These gentlemen have been 
spending much time during the past year 


in collecting data and evidence to guide 
them in framing their report for the next 
meeting—Messrs. Clay and Preston having 
taken a trip into the Jackson Hole country 
for sources of information—and it will be- 
hoove our brethren who know whereof they 
speak to get in communication with any of 
these members before their report is drawn 
up, provided that information can be given 
beneficial to our cause. 


THE BISON OF THE WORLD. 


W. T. Hornaday, president of the Ameri- 
can Bison Society, has compiled a table 
showing the number of bison there are in 
each state of the United States and also 
in Europe and Canada, which is very inter- 
esting. By this table it will be seen that 
there are but about 325 wild bison (that is, 
outside of fenced enclosures) in the world. 
These are interesting figures and they 
should burn themselves into the brain of ev- 
ery American in view of the present wan- 
ton slaughter for their hides, horns and 
teeth, that is going on of one of the noblest 
animals that ever trod the earth—our Amer- 
ican elk. 


Canada last year purchased from Mr. 
Pablo the 628 head of buffalo comprising 
the famous Pablo-Allard herd and in the 
purchase, transportation and fencing spent 
$157,000. These were formerly kept onthe 
Flathead Indian reservation, Montana, but 
their retention there became impracticable 
since the breaking up and settling of this 


reservation, and they were removed to Elk 
Island Park, Alberta. 

According to Mr. Hornaday’s table the 
bison of the world has increased since 1903 
a condition that is noted with much pleas- 
ure. With proper care and interest in their 
preservation there is no reason why they 
should not continue to increase. 

It is a satisfaction to know that Col. C. 
J. Jones (“Buffalo” Jones), known to the 
world as the pioneer breeder of the cattalo, 
has received from the United States gov- 
ernment authority to use as a range an ade- 
quate amount of grazing grounds on the 
western side of the Grand Canyon of the 
Colorado, on which he has inaugurated the 
most important experiment in cross-breed- 
ing of the bison that ever has been made. 
The effort is devoted wholly to the produc- 
tion of cattaloes, and its results are awaited 
with keen interest. The moment Col. Jones 
finds a way to produce hybrids with ease 
and certainty, the future of the new breed is 
assured.

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TWO THINGS NECESSARY FOR THE FLIGHT OF ANY BIRD. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—I see an inquiry 
in your April issue, “Wasthere ever a one- 
winged duck? I can say that I had one 
for a few months in the spring of 19v7. I 
found him one day while hunting. He had 
the right wing broken about one inch from 
the body. The muscle was cut and there 
was nothing holding the wing but a small 
piece of skin. I took him home and cut 
the wing off, the piece of bone being loose 
in the joint. The bone finally came out, the 
wound healed over and a person never could 
have toid that the duck ever had a wing on 
the right side of its body. I gave him to 
my little boy and girl for a pet. One day the 
latter part of June, 1907, they forgot to fas- 
ten the door of his pen and Mr. Duck got 
out and ran away. I hunted all around the 
fields for him but could not find him. In- 
quiry among my neighbors failed to bring 
any news of him. There was a fiock of 
tame ducks within 100 yards of our house 
at a neighbor’s, but he never was with them 
after he got away. Now I don’t claim he 
flew to Kansas to be killed by Mr. Logan, 
but he could not have been killed here in 
our vicinity by any one or I would have 
heard of it. He would make quite an 
effort to fly in the pen, but he did not 
have room. What he could do outside I 
could not say, but I don’t see how a duck 


could fly with only one wing. My duck 
was a mallard drake, “green head.” 

My dog often picks up a crippled duck 
when we are out if they are not too badly 
hurt. I keep them alive and doctor them up 
if I can, and I think every man that hunts 
ducks and small game should always try to 
get the birds he cripples, even if he does 
lose a good shot or two. 

I can hardly believe that a duck could 
fly with only one wing. I don’t see how he 
could balance his body. I have seen my 
duck raise himself up a foot from the floor, 
starting with a jump, and by using the one 
wing he could go four or five feet, but I 
don’t think he could fly any farther than he 
could jump.

WYOMING WARDEN’S REPORT, 


The 1907 annual report of State Game 
Warden D. C. Nowlin of Wyoming contains 
the following reference to the elk of that 
state: “It is a great satisfaction to know 
that our elk have fared so well despite the 
annual winter losses, and the recent depre- 
dations of tusk hunters. We have no reason 
to ever expect any marked increase; but 
with abundance of winter feed assured, it is 
entirely safe to assume that our great herd 
of elk can be kept up to its present stand- 
ard. It is imperative that we provide a 
permanent winter range for the elk, and it 
seems to me that this is an opportune time 
to moot this matter. A few townships, em- 
bracing a natural winter range, should be 
set aside so that the succulent mountain 


grasses may grow and mature, to consti- 
tute a safe insurance against starvation dur- 
ing severe winters.” 

A letter published in this report from 
Deputy Forest Ranger Chas. G. Poole of 
Wapiti, Wyo., urges strongly the encourage- 
ment of bear and lion hunting with dogs— 
such, for instance, as the dogs owned by 
John B. Goff—as he believes these dogs 
are under the most perfect contro] of their 
owners from molestation of the game, and 
kill so many lions and bob-cats that their 
value cannot be too highly estimated. In cer- 
tain parts of Wyoming during the past year 
there has sprung up a prejudice against the 
running of dogs for bears and lions, but this 
prejudice, we are certain, comes from a 




















not sufficiently careful view of the case. It 
must be remembered that such a pack of 
dogs—if it is worthy at all to be called a 
good pack—will kill anywhere from 10 to 25 
lions a year and from 25 to 100 lynx and 


bob-cats. When it is remembered that one 
single lion will kill an average of twenty- 
five deer a year and that they often kill 
elk, and that even the little bob-cat will 
kill yearling deer, it is sufficient to show 
that these dogs are not only not a menace 
in the game fields, but that they are an 
absolute protection and benefit to the game. 

In all our hunting trips for bear and 
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lions behind dogs in the West, we have 
never yet seen game harassed, with the 
exception that we have on one occasion 


seen a young pup start on a deer track; but 
he never reached even the “jumping” stage 
of the deer’s spoor, and after being severely 
reprimanded by a whipping, he never again 
ran a game track. It must be considered 
that the possession of a pack of dogs that 
will run a deer or elk (or even a coyote) 
track seriously interferes with the successful 
running of bears and lions, and a guide 
possessing such a dog has been known to 
shoot him when he found that the animal 
could not be cured of the evil. 


ANOTHER LARGE ELK BEAM. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—Having read in 
previous issues of Outdoor Life about large

elk heads, thought perhaps it might be of 
interest to hear of an old elk antler picked 
up this last winter near Lillooet lake, New 
Westminster district, British Columbia. 
Compared with the figures given in your 
magazine it would seem that there existed 
at one time some large elk in this district, 
although as far as I can learn it is between 
25 and 30 years since the last of them dis- 
appeared. 

I enclose photo of the antler referred to 
and give measurements below: 

Length of beam, outside curve, 55 
inches; girthround burr, 13% inches; between 
burr and first tine, 12 inches; between sec- 
ond and third, 8% inches; between third 
and fourth, 9% inches; between fourth and 
fifth, 114%, inches; between fifth and sixth, 
9 inches; length of fourth tine, 15 inches; 
present weight dried out, 1914 pounds.

IMPORTED BIRDS FOR THE SIERRA FOOTHILLS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—Following as a 
sequel to the gun license act recently passed 
by the California Legislature has been a 
movement on the part of Senator H. M. 
Willis and others to stock the game covers 
of the state with Mexican wild turkey and 
imported Hungarian pheasants. The first 
consignment of the latter—about thirty 
pairs—has already been set free in this 
immediate locality (Redlands) and are re- 
ported, from the several spots where they 
were turned loose, as doing well. I have not 
heard whether or not any inclination to pair 





off and breed has been shown by them as 
yet, but it is generally believed that they 
will multiply. I went down to San Bernar- 
dino, where the birds were being kept prior 
to being liberated, and took a look at them. 
They certainly are most beautiful little 
creatures, especially so when viewed as a 
prospective game bird. In size they seem 
a trifle larger than a mountain quail and 
will weigh perhaps about fifteen ounces. 
The coloring of the male bird resembles 
somewhat that of the mountain quail of 
California. The head and the feathers on 
top of the tail are red—like that of the 


tail coverts of the red-tailed hawk—the 
back grayish-brown, the breast a steel blue, 
and the lower breast and flanks a bluish- 
gray, with a spot of deep crimson or black 
between the legs. They have no crest or 
plume on the head; the bill somewhat re- 
sembles that of a pigeon or dove and they 
have a short tail—almost as short as Bob 
White. The little hens are more modest, 
being somewhat the color of the little hens 
of the Bob White quail. I venture to 
prophesy that should they ever become 
plentiful enough to shoot they will be a 
most important feature in sporting life on 
the Pacific slope. 

Of the wild turkeys I learn that the 
game and fish commission already has men 
in Old Mexico trapping them for importa- 
tion into this country. It will probably be 
news to some eastern sportsmen to learn 
that there are no wild turkeys, prairie 
chickens, Bob White quails, woodcocks or 
dusky ducks on the Pacific coast except a 
few that have been introduced by people 
who are and have been interested in such 
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matters. Bob Whites and pinnated grouse 
have been brought in here, but for some 
unknown reason have done very little good. 
I think the eastern quails planted around 
Spokane Falls several years ago did fairly 
well, but those set free in California seem to 
have died. Somehow I cannot get over the 
idea that some day these little fellows will 
be successfully planted here and the fields 
will echo with their morning song. Down 
in the state of Sonora, Mexico, they have 
a quail that is called the “masked” Bob 
White, the male bird having a black face and 
throat. It is the genera] belief that this 
bird would thrive here. They are the size 
and shape of the eastern bird, and although 
the male bird differs from his eastern 
brother their habits are much the same and 
they have the same sweet little song: 
“Bob White. Wheat’s ripe. Hearts 
light.” This of itself would be sufficient in- 
ducement for the commission to bring them 
in and I truly hope they may be the next 
on the list.

AMATEUR CAMPING HINTS 


Editor Outdoor Life:—I herewith enclose 
a few handy ways to set up a tent. This 


may not interest the old-timers, but may be 


of value to those who are not used to camp 
life. 


No. 1 is a tepee tent with two poles 
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inside of tent. This is a handy way to set 
up a tepee but the poles sometimes inter- 
fere. 

No. 2 is a tepee tent with a single pole 
outside, steadied with ropes. 

No. 3 is a tepee tent, single pole and sin- 
gle rope, and is a very handy set except that 
the strain comes on the tent pins on the 
opposite side from the pole. 


run through holes at each end of the tent. 
There will have to be two knots tied in the 
rope at each end of the tent and on the in- 
side of the tent so as to stretch it. 

No. 9 is A tent slung the same way as No. 
8, except between two trees. 

No. 10 is end view of a wall tent set in 
the usual way, except that the guy ropes 
on the walls are tied up on a pole slung on 
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No. 4 is a tepee tent pitched under a 
tree; no pole required. 

No. 5 is a tepee tent pitched with cross 
poles; poles must be lashed together. 

No. 6 is a tepee tent with single pole 
inside of tent. Pole is usually in the road. 

No. 7 is an A tent slung between two 
poles and having loops sewed to the top of 
the tent. Can be slung either with a rope 
or pole. 

No. 8 is A tent slung between two poles, 
the same as No. 7, except that the rope is 


each side of the tent. This keeps the walls 
up straight and keeps the ropes from rot- 
ting by being pinned down to the ground. 

A simple way to make a camp table and 
chairs: Drive four stakes in ground and 
lash poles on top and across ends and 
stretch a piece of canvas over top for table. 
For chairs cut forked trees (small ones) 
with three prongs; cut the prongs the length 
for legs and nail a piece of board to the 
body, same as shown in lower part of draw- 
ing.

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FOR PHEASANT PROTECTION IN OREGON. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—I wouid like to 
make use of your valuable magazine in an 
endeavor to get the Oregon sportsmen in- 
terested in some plan to stop the annihila- 
tion of the Mongolian pheasant from these 
parts (Washington county, Oregon), which 
I feel certain will be shortly the case. For 
several years they have been decreasing 
fast. This season I tramped for several 
days with a good setter dog, and I did not 
see more than fourteen birds, and that was 
over ground where but a few years ago 
there used to be hundreds. The owner of 
that ranch told me he could get the limit 
in a few hours only three or four years 
ago. 

The first day he went out this season, he 
shot one bird. There are several reasons 
for this: In the first place, there are not 
half enough game wardens, and the birds 
are killed out of season, trapped, etc., and 
yet there are more game licenses issued 
each year. 

I think I can suggest a plan that would 
insure plenty of birds for our shooting, and 


our children after us. First, pass a law for- 
bidding the killing of a hen pheasant in any 
way, second, raise the game license to $5 
or more, the proceeds to be used for the 
employment of more game wardens; one- 
half the fines to go to the game warden 
who makes the arrest. This law if strictly 
enforced would soon give us all the birds 
we want in reason. 

We will suppose that in an area of five 
square miles we have 200 birds; we will say 
half are hens. They ought to average 
twelve young birds each; we will reckon 
that half of these are hens, making 600. If 
these hens are all left for breeding, we 
ought to have 3,500 the following season; 
the third season would leave us 21,000 hens, 
and so on. Remember, we would have the 
same amount of male birds to shoot, whereas 
if it goes on as it is at present, there will 
not be 100 birds within 100 miles in a short 
time. Let the law be strictly enforced. Half 
the fines going to the game wardens will 
make them get busy.

AN EXPERIENCE IN THE WILDERNESS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—In the August is- 
sue of 1907 you expressed yourself as being 
desirous of having “our readers who have 
witnessed extraordinary incidents in the 
hills” make mention for the benefit of oth- 
ers of what they have witnessed. The lit- 
tle incident which I am about to relate sa- 
vors somewhat of “nature faking,” but, nev- 
ertheless, it is true. 

On the 7th day of July, 1907, I took a 
stroll up one of the many gulches that open 
out on my ranch (in a remote part of Gun- 
nison county, Colorado), to look around for 
some timber with which to do some build- 
ing. I had gone perhaps a quarter of a mile 
up the gulch and had sat down to rest and 
look around, when I heard a noise in the 
brush across the gulch and some 150 or 200 
yards farther up. I cast my eyes in the di- 
rection of the sound, and saw a doe run 
down the steep hill, and in a moment more 
saw a large mountain lion strike the tree 
eight or nine feet from the ground and go 


up to the first big limb as quick as a flash. 
What could it mean? A lion treed by a deer! 
Yes, it surely did mean that, for the doe 
walxed around the tree a time or two, shak- 
ing her head in defiance—and then took her 
stand. How long I can’t say, for I slipped 
down out of sight and hurried back to the 
cabin to get my gun. When I arrived at the 
cabin I related to my wife and daughter what 
I had seen and in company we hurried back 
to the scene, only to find, to our disgust, 
that both lion and deer had gone! 

I sized up the situation like this: Lions 
prey on deer, we all know; but more than 
likely the doe had a fawn, or possibly two, 
lying in the thick quaking aspens just a few ~ 
rods away, which the lion was trying to 
steal, and which act, the doe, with mother 
instinct, was trying to prevent. So, when 
the doe made the fight, the lion climbed a 
tree, knowing it could get the fawns later, 
and more than likely did, and, possibly, the 
doe, too.

“Outside the harbor was a_ long nar- 
rows that made a fine protection from 
storms. 

“We were sitting in the tent, cleaning 
our guns, when we heard a terrific splash! 

“*Bill,’ says I, ‘that’s the biggest anchor 
I ever heard drop; must be a battleship!’ 

“We jumped for the tent door—and there 
sure enough was the battle, but no ship—a 
huge whale was fighting for his life with a 
thresher shark above and a swordfish be- 
low. 

“The shark would leap out of the water, 
seize the whale by the back and strike a 
fearful blow with its tail. The whale in 
turn was lashing the water into foam in its 
efforts to strike the shark. 


“Here was a chance to try our guns, so 
we ran to our boat, a little cockle-shell of 
a thing, and pulled out for the big—I was 
going to say ‘fish,’ but someone may holler 
‘nature faker!’ so will call it big game.

“We never had the satisfaction of know- 
ing if it killed him, but he’d had enough 
fight, for we saw him no more. 

“The swordfish was still evidently pound- 
ing away below, because the whale would 
leap from it. 

“Bill kept plugging away at the big fish, 
which seemed to be weakening, but whether 
from our shots or the attack of the other 
foe we couldn’t tell. It gradually drifted 
out into the narrows, sinking and then ris- 
ing again. Each time it arose we put some 
more lead into it, till at last it sank for 
good and we saw it no more.

AN EXCITING CHASE. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—In 1875, when the 
plains extending all along eastward from the 
Smoky Hill, Solomon and Republican rivers 
were covered with big game, when the wan- 
dering buffalo, the antelope, and bands of 
elk were seen there almost any day, it was 
the good fortune of the writer to spend 
some months recreating upon a lonely cat- 
tle ranch out where the blacktail browsed 
among the foothills and the antelope played 
along the basins of almost every stream. At 
that time and in some sections of that ter- 
ritory one could do, as the writer ofttimes 
did—ascend a high knoll upon the almost 
limitless rolling prairie and, looking out in 
five directions, see as many bands of wild 
horses feeding upon the luxuriant grasses. 

One day, when the rest of the crowd 
were away, having a good time at one of 
the railway stations, some twenty miles dis- 
tant, it occurred to us that it might be a 
good thing to have a little excitement with 
the roving bands of wild horses. In one 
band two large government mules could be 
seen, and in another one of the most beau- 
tiful spotted ponies it has ever been the lot 
of the writer to see anywhere. He was 
a chubby little fellow, with white and yellow 
spots in about equal proportions all over 
his body. He could run ahead of his band 
and lead them in any chase. One day, while 
we were after his band, he jumped a ravine 
that must have been thirty feet across. 





To chase this band was one of the most 
exciting things we were ever in. We had 
about a dozen tame horses that could be 
trusted, and, it being the running season, 
and many of these being mares, we turned 
them out one evening about two miles from 
this band of wild horses. We knew that in 
the morning they would all be together. 

We had a big corral made of telegraph 
poles. It had a chute about 300 yards long 
and very wide at the mouth. Our tame 
horses would enter this corral when chased 
home by the rider. 

Just at peep of day we were peering over 
a knoll about a mile to the west of where we 
had left our band of horses. What was our 
pleasure, in seeing the band of wild horses 
and our own feeding together upon very 
friendly terms and all seemingly content 
and happy. The mottled pony was there, 
but not the government mules. Getting the 
lay of the country and knowing that our 
horses would head for home if chased rap 
idly enough and in the right direction, we 
ran along a slough to the side opposite 
the horses, and with them between ourselves 
and the ranch and with a whoop came down 
upon them at full tilt. How they did run! 
How one of our fast mares did lead, and 
straight for the corral! It was whooping, 


dashing, turning now on this side and then 
on that, and all the while actually flying 
toward the corral! 


Nearer and nearer we 
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came to the place of safety and our aim. 

When we had: come to within 500 yards 
of the corral (which was situated alone out 
there upon the prairie but in a lower swale 
of the ground than the surrounding country) 
all but nine of our wild horses, including 
the beautiful spotted fellow, had broken 
through our ranks, do what we could. We 
rushed the other nine, together with our own 
dozen horses, with much rapidity and great 
excitement right into the enclosure, and 
into the corral, shouting in glee as we 
dashed the bars into their places up to a 
dozen feet above the ground. 


All went well, excepting the attempt to 
break them afterward. It was found that 
eight out of the nine were branded. They 
had been wild for some years, but bore 
brands of a well-known stock firm—that of 
a man whose widow afterward became the 
wife of a leading bishop of the M. E. 
church. 


Only one was really a wild horse born 
upon the plains. It was worth fifty dollars 
to break each of the branded ones, for 
they were all very hard to handle, and the 
other one—well, we traded him off for an 
old pistol carrying seven cartridges and 
thought ourselves making a fine bargain.

Editor Outdoor Life:—Several days ago 
I caught a very large gray wolf and in or- 
der to have a little sport we sent to the X 
ranch for more dogs. As the boys arriving 
with the dogs were coming through the 
gate, about 100 yards distant, the wolf raised 
his head and gave a long, lonesome howl.

The last we heard of him he was actually 
broken and doing a good service in round- 
ing up cattle upon the range. 

One day while chasing wild horses in 
this same region and being mounted upon 
one of the fastest mares upon the range, 
and while actually flying over the ground 
in a swale, things went whirling like a 
cyclone. Stars were seen in the heavens, 
and the world semed to be flying past upon 
the wings of the wind. The horse had 
stepped into a badger hole and went ears 
over tail like a top, only in a different way 
and direction. It was a miracle that every 
bone in the body was not broken, but it 
ended in only a slight shaking up. The 
horse, however, was put out of business 
for a few weeks.

The 
wire fence, and the wheat field and gar- 
den patch are there today, while the 
rancher goes to town in his top buggy or 
automobile. So melts away the frontier, 
while civilization creeps slowly, but surely 
onward, overcoming the old frontier life 
until all exciting times with big game and 
wild horses shall forever be in the past.

JAVELIN HUNTING IN TEXAS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—As hunting jave- 
lins is one of the sports which I doubt not 
most of your readers are unacquainted with, 
I am going to tell you of one of my hunts 
after these dangerous animals. The javelin, 
when brought to bay, knows absolutely no 
fear. As quick as lightning he rushes at the 
dogs, and no matter how brave they are, 
they have no alternative but to turn tail and 
flee, for once within range of those razor- 
like tusks, the dog’s fate is sealed. To 
hunt them on foot is exceedingly dangerous 
work, for, once aroused, the javelin will at- 
tack a man as quick as it will a dog. Very 
few people, however, hunt them on foot; 
for they run exceedingly swift and it takes 
a very good dog to bring them to bay. 

Christmas week, my brother, a Mexican 
and myself, started out on a combined deer 
and javelin hunt. We carried three dogs, 
each veterans at this kind of work. The 
first hunt we took, down Elm creek, Texas, 
and toward the mouth of the San Miguel, 


not being very successful, however. We 


caught one wild hog and killed one little” 


javelin sow. But one of our dogs was cut 
very badly, and as he was the leader of the 
three, we could find nothing that afternoon. 
The next two days, however, we had good 
luck, my brother killing two bucks, and the 
Mexican and I six javelins and three wild 
hogs. 

We had intended staying in camp a week 
at least, but a wet “norther” blew up and 
we pulled back to the ranch. The bad spell 
lasted two or three days, and as we had 
nothing else to do, we raked up three or 
four old wolf traps which were lying around 
the ranch and amused ourselves trapping 
for coyotes and skunks. 

But all good times come to an end, and 
Saturday finished our vacation. So we 
loaded our wagon and went back to the city, 
carrying with us memories of time happily 
spent and sports royally enjoyed.

TRAINING, HANDLING, CORRECTING FAULTS AND CARE OF THE BIRD DOG. 





Relative to The Amateur Trainer, Mr. 
R. A. Williams, Jerome, Ariz., writes: Some 
time ago I purchased a copy of your book 
and must say that it presents ideas that are 
invaluable to anyone who has a bird dog. 
My spoiled dog is doing nicely under the 
methods suggested in this book, and in a 
short time I will have him all straightened 
out satisfactorily. Theo. J. Monihan, Bat- 
son, Texas, writes: I trained my dog in ac- 
cordance with The Amateur Trainer and 
don’t think there is a better trained dog in 
this state, due entirely to this book, as this 
was my first attempt at dog training. It’s 
no trick when you know how—the book 
tells you how. 


J. H. K., Worthings, S. D—Would you 
kindly tell me what kind of a bear and 
lion dog a cross between a foxhound and 
a wolfhound would make? We have atame 
wolf here and we bred a shepherd bitch 
and she has twelve pups. Do not know 
what they will make as yet. Should be glad 
to have the information soon. 


Answer.—The foxhound is a trailer, slow 
and not aggressive, but rich and melodious 
in music. The wolf naturally is ferocious 
but a coward singly—very aggressive, 
however, when driven by hunger and has 
ample company. Such a cross will be an 
experiment worth making. The cross of 
wolf and shepherd could not be considered 
an improvement on the latter because the 
propensities of parents are in direct oppo- 
sition to one another—the shepherd guard- 
ing sheep; the wolf tearing and devouring 
them. 


R. W. J., St. Paul, Minn.—I am a con- 
stant reader of Outdoor Life, and am spe- 
cially interested in that section of the book 
called “Dogdom.” [ama great loverof dogs 
and have just come into possession of a 
small beagle hound represented to me as 
what is called “pocket beagle” and whith 


breed originated in Kansas where they are 
said to be much in use for rabbit hunting. 
My little fellow, nine months old, stands 
less than eight inches high, is very active 
and smart. What I wish to know is how to 
perfect this dog in rabbit hunting. 


Answer.—The beagle is a natural rabbit 
dog and needs but very little actual train- 
ing to make a good worker. Making obedi- 
ent to orders, however, is essential, and 
that can easily be accomplished by follow- 
ing the plain instructions as contained in 
The Amateur Trainer, leaving off such 
parts as apply to a bird dog only. The 
writer, although having now resided in 
Kansas continually for over fifty years, has 
yet to see the first beagle worked in this 
state on rabbits. Evidently you have been 
misinformed about beagles being much in 
use for rabbit hunting in this state. As a 
rule rabbits are not hunted in Kansas at 
all by sportsmen, although thousands are 
killed each season by farmer boys during 
the winter months when snow covers the 
ground and are sold to buyers at two to 
five cents apiece and shipped East in car- 
load lots. Coursing on jack rabbits is in- 
dulged in by many, but the beagle never 
comes into use; the majestic greyhound is 
employed for this purpose and affords great 
sport where barbed wire fences are not too 
plentiful. 


M. C., Portland, Ore.—I have a setter 
bitch that always comes in heat right in 
the hunting season. Two years ago I bred 
her and she had nine pups. I bred her 
again last fall but she had no pups. I would 
rather breed at such time as to have her 
whelp early in summer, as puppies are not 
so hard to raise during warm weather. 
What can be given the bitch to bring in 
heat early in spring? 


Answer.—If usually coming in heat in 
fall, say, November, then it is natural for

her to come in again about May, just the 
time you wish without resorting to artifi- 
zial methods. There are several drugs 
which act well in forcing the season, but 
bad results may be the outcome, and, there- 
fore, withholding the information seems 
prudent. 


G. C., Moran, Tex.—Something has set- 
tled in my dog’s right ear and I can’t find 
anything to do him any good. Have tried 
everything heard of but it gets worse all 
the time and he will surely die this sum- 
mer if no remedy can be found that will 
cure. Last fall he had screw worm in the 
ear, but got them out; no screw worms in 
the ear now, only full of bad-smelling ear- 
wax. Dog is very restless and howls much 
of the time. Another dog I had who had 
the same thing I killed to put out of misery, 
but this one, a bloodhound, who is consid- 
ered quite valuable, I would like to save if 
possible. He is eight years old and appar- 
ently healthy otherwise. 

Answer.—A severe case of canker of the 
ear and will not yield to treatment very read- 
ily after so long standing. If treatment is 
begun at an early stage all is over usually 
in a week or ten days. Older dogs suffer 
much from this malady but even puppies 
often are thus afflicted. Use the regular 
Canker Cure, a never-failing remedy. 


F. F. J., Seattle, Wash—wWill you 
kindly tell me what breed of dogs is con- 
sidered the best for hunting bear (black, 
brown and grizzly), lion, lynx, cat, etc., tak- 
ing into consideration the trouble of teach- 
ing them not to run deer, and also the fact 
that I would not want a large pack—not 
more than three or four. 

Answer.—The Airedale terrier is com- 
ing into general use for this purpose and is 
said to fill the bill well. 


Mrs. M. H., Washington, D. C.—Every 
summer my poodle has a hard time of it 
fighting fleas. Have been using insect 
powder, which relieved temporarily but a 
day or two later she is again black with 
the pests. I see the advertisement of a 
Flea Repeller. Doyouknowthis is a sure 
repeller—effective and odorless? 


Answer.—The preparation named is ef- 
fective and reliable but not odorless—it is 
the odor that kills and prevents fleas again 
to multiply. 


R. M. G., Dallas, Tex.—I have a Chesa- 
peake Bay pup, just six months old, which 
I want to put through the course of train- 
ing in accordance with The Amateur 
trainer. Permit me to state that I never 
saw an instruction book on any subject that 
is as clear and full as this one. Of course, 
there will be no duck shooting till next fall 
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and if put through the training now would 
he not be idle during the summer and have 
to be put through the same course again 
when the time comes for work? He will 
not mind at all, bothers chickens in the 
neighborhood, barks and runs after children 
and is a nuisance variously. 


Answer.—Training given by this method 
is permanent and need not be gone over 
every season. If made obedient now much 
of the annoyance will be avoided and be 
ready for work when the time comes. 


J. S., Clearfield, Iowa.—I want to get 
a rabbit dog. Which breed of dogs is con- 
sidered the best for the purpose? Would a 
cross of fox hound and fox terrier make a 
good one? How are these dogs trained to 
hunt rabbits? 


Answer.—The beagle is the natural rab- 
bit hunter and is a merry musical worker. 
Such a cross would not be bad, but why 
experiment in such matters when the real 
thing is so plentiful and cheaply to be had? 
Training the beagle is quite a simple mat- 
ter—merely needs to be made obedient to 
orders and given a chance on the rodents. 


W. H., Chattanooga, Tenn—I have a 
pup eight months old from an English set- 
ter bitch I have owned for several years. 
The pup has the markings of sire and dam 
but has very short hair like that of a point- 
er’s. I know that nothing could have hap- 
pened at time of breeding because I put 
them together and carried the key for three 
days. Only two puppies were born; one 
died; this other one grew to be good size, 
looks well only the hair seems wrong for 
that of a setter. Several months ago this 
pup had the mange but is all over it now. 
He hunts and points birds well and I would 
like to train him but would not be willing 
to go to trouble if not well bred. What is 
your opinion? 


Answer.—You may have a pure bred set- 
ter pup as per intended mating—possibly 
not. Shutting up a dog with bitch and car- 
rying the key to room or pen is no guaran- 
tee that a copulation took place—must be 
observed. Many dogs fail in the effort, 
while others are indifferent at the time 
and make no effort. The key in your 
pocket proves nothing. If given her free- 
dom after three days an accident may have 
happened, as she would be in season for a 
week longer. The mere markings of dam 
and sire again proves nothing, because ma- 
ternal influence at the time of copulation 
may play an important part. Should the 
hair have fallen out freely when afflicted 
with mange, that may be cause of short 
hair now. However, you seem to have a 


pup that bids fair of making a good hunter 
and will be worth training.

W. A. Mason, Larimore, N. 
what would a bear hunt in British Columbia 
with Mr. L. L. Bales cost from time of reach- 
ing Seattle until departure? 

Answer.—As Mr. Bales’ name as an Alas- 
kan guide and hunter is universally known, 
we wrote him for particulars asked for in 
Mr. Mason's letter; and append herewith the 
portion of his letter which gives information 
as to the best places to go for various kinds 
of game—the portion referring to the cost 
of trip being considered a private matter: 

“Referring to your enquiry of recent date, 
as to what a bear hunt with me in British 
Columbia would cost, I will say: I leave here 
April 8th, on the Alaska Steamship Com- 
pany’s steamer, Yucatan, for the Alaska 
Peninsula to establish camps for a party of 
sportsmen who has engaged my services until 
about July 10th to hunt the Alaska grizzly 
bear. As to\British Columbia, it is a large 
territory and bear are found more or less 
plentiful in every part of it. Presumably, 
Mr. Mason would prefer to hunt near the 
coast line, as it requires less time, is more 
accessible and much cheaper than other por- 
tions of the territory. For black, brown 
and grizzly bear, moose, caribou and moun- 
tain sheep, go to the Hudson Bay trading 
post 130 miles up the Stickine river (by river 
steamer), from Fort Wrangel, South Eastern 
Alaska, Guides, pack horses, etc., can be got- 
ten at the trading post. Outdoor Life will 
give full particulars as to license required 
by non-resident and British Columbia game 
laws, cost of guides, ete. Another good point 
for black and the large brown bears is on 
Admiralty, Chichagoff and Baranoff Island 
in the Alexandrian Archipelago, South East- 
ern Alaska, three days’ sail by steamer from 
Seattle. The Hoonah Trading Company, at 
Hoonah village, Chichagoff Island are pre- 
pared to handle bear hunting parties. This 
point is reached by a local steamer that con- 
nects with the Alaska Steamship Company’s 
vessels at Juneau, Alaska. From May ist 
until the middle of June is the time to hunt 
bear in Southeastern Alaska, with the pref- 
erence for May. Guns, ammunition, sleep- 
ing bags, clothing, tents, gum boots, fishing 
tackle and camera can be procured in Seattle 
from firms who know just what you want 
and whose addresses appear in Outdoor Life. 
Provisions for either one of the above sec- 





tions can be secured at the trading posts 
who furnish the guides.” 


H, L, Long, Denver, Colo.—I see Mr. Bales 
is writing on bear claws from Alaska. I 
would be pleased to have him answer a rew 
questions, as I intend to take a general trip 
there. What part would be the best place 
for all kinds of game and fur? Would the 
.3803 Savage or the .35 Remington Automatic 
be all right for large game and a .32 for 
smaller game? How many traps, all sizes, 
could two handle? How much would such a 
trip cost from Seattle to stay one year? How 
far would I have to go to get provisions 

Answer.—This letter was referred to Mr 
Bales who answered Mr. Long as follows: Al- 
i-es-ka, or Alaska, as its name implies, is a 
great country, vast in area and includes in 


° 


its topography high snow-covered mountain 
ranges and vast level moss covered tundras, 
while some portions have an abundance of 


timber, in other sections not a single tree 
can be found in 1,000 miles of territory and 
consequently the different kinds of fur and 
game are scattered over a large scope of 
country. There is no one place I know of 
where all kinds of Alaskan game can be 
found in the same section. But the best place 
I know of at the present time is the head- 
waters of the southern tributaries of the 
Kuskokwim river, at the foot of the Mc- 
Kinley range of mountains. Here are found 
moose, mountain sheep, caribou, black and 
brown bears, wolves, woverines, mink, mar- 
ten, lynx, land otter, beaver and ermine. 
You have all kinds of country here—snow- 
covered mountains, plateau, tundra and tim- 
ber along the streams. There is no end of 
spruce grouse and ruffed grouse along the 
river bottoms, willow and rock ptarmigan, 
ducks, geese and cranes in season. There is 
plenty of snowshoe and cottontail rabbits; 
numerous lakes full of white fish, pickerel 
and other kinds of fish and trout and salmon 
in all streams, There are no wild cats, skunks, 
coons, mountain lions or elk in Alaska. As 
to the number of traps that two men would 
handle, that depends upon the men them- 
selves. Dead falls can be used successfully 
for marten. About the middle of May there 
will be a vessel leave Seattle that will con- 
nect with a river steamer on the Kusko- 
kwim for up-river points. The fare will be 
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$150 to the head of navigation, including 
meals and berths. Freight $125 per ton. 
Supplies, traps etc. should be taken from 
Seattle; also a Peterborough canoe (explor- 
er’s size), for going up the tributaries. Full 
information can be obtained in regard to 
transportation by writing to Captain Frank 
Wirth, No. 346 Seventy-third street, North, 
Station B., Seattle, Wash. There is a law 
prohibiting white men from trapping in 
Alaska, but it is universally ignored and I 
have never heard of any one being prose- 
cuted for trapping in the district. Sincerely 
yours, L. L. Bales, P. O. Box 1562, Seattle, 
Wash. 


Fred Surry, Seattle. Wash.—I would like 
to know if a mink will eat chickens where 
both fish and chickens can be obtained. 


Answer.—We referred the above to an old 
hunter and trapper who has hunted all kinds 
of game in the West for thirty years and he 
replied as follows: “While I am familiar 
with the ways of mink of the wild, I have 
never trapped them on the borders of civili- 
zation where a mink had a choice of either 
fish or chicken. I have, however, had mink 
steal wild ducks from under my head at 
night in a locality where he could get all the 
fish he wanted. They will eat fresh deer 
meat and I have seen them catch, kill and 
eat muskrats. While a mink is very fond 
of fish and shell fish, they are also fond of 
warm-blooded birds and animals that they 
can catch and kill. I am perfectly satisfied 
that if wild mink were denned in a locality 
where they had both chickens and fish to 
choose from for food that they would catch, 
kill and eat both fish and chickens. 


T. R. Jenkins, McCammon, Idaho.—Can 
you tell me where we can get wild rice, 
what it is worth and what is the best time 
of year to plant same? Will it grow in as 
cold a climate as we have in Idaho? We 
have the best duck grounds in Idaho, but the 
feed is not sufficient to last the season out 
and long before the shooting season closes 
the ducks are gone. 


Answer.—Wild rice can be planted at this 
time of year (March), but the best time is in 
October. It should be planted in water about 
three or four feet deep. The rice should be 
soaked first; then make mud balls and dry 
them in the sun; then open them up and put 
some of the rice seed right into the ball, drop 
it in the water and let it sink to the ground. 
The water should have a muddy bottom—trice 
will not grow in sand. Rice should not be 
planted in any lake where there is carp. They 
will eat it before it has a chance to grow. 
The price of rice varies from 1l0c to 35c per 
pound. We believe you can now buy it at 
about 15c a pound. You can buy rice seed 
from A, T. Burpee Co., Seed Merchants, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., or from the Wm. R. Burkhard 
Co., St. Paul, Minn. Chas. Gilchrist of Port 


Hope, Ont., Can., also used to have some good 
rice seed. It will grow all right in that cli- 
mate—in fact, most of the rice grows in the 
northern part of the country. 


E. T. Anderson, M.D., Enterprise, Ore.— 
Do you know if poison oak (Rhus Toxicodin- 
dron), is a native of the Alaska coast coun- 
try? Is that country, too, its natural hab- 
itat? If you do not know, wish you would 
ask the question in your valued periodical; 
maybe some of your readers who have visited 
that country will be kind enough to enlighten 
me. 


Answer.—After talking with people who 
have hunted extensively in Alaska, including 
L. L. Bales, the big game hunter and guide, 
we would say that we do not believe that 
there are any poisonous vines or reptiles in 
Alaska whatsoever. We would, however, be 
pleased to hear on this subject from anyone 
who absolutely knows. 


Cc. C. Moore, Ft. Washakie, Wyo.—I am 
taking the liberty of writing you to ask 
whether or not you can advise me where I 
can procure a pack of bear dogs for use in 
this section in April, either for sale or for 
rent. Do you know of anyone who main- 
tains a pack of hounds for running wolves 
and coyotes? 


Answer.—It would be hard for you to pur- 
chase a trained pack of dogs, and much more 
difficult for yéu to rent them. People who 
own good dogs do not ever like to sell or rent 
them. Of course, you might be able to buy 
some inferior dogs, such as cullings from the 
packs, by writing to the guides who make a 
business of bear hunting. But they wouldn’t 
sell their best dogs. Of course, you know 
that hounds for wolves and coyotes will have 
to be of a different breed from those for 
bear hunting. Greyhounds are used almost 
exclusively on wolves and coyotes, while fox- 


hounds, blood hounds, airedales, and, in fact, 


terriers are used for bear hunting. 


C.—Would 
you please advise through your next month’s 
issue what caliber rifle you would advise my 
securing for a hunt for moose this coming 
fall? I am using a .351 self-loading Win- 
chester and find it very satisfactory on deer.

Editor Outdoor Life: The writers begs to 
“call for aid” in regard to the “’Gator” ar- 
ticles in the April number of Harper’s (see 
pages 669-676). After spending nearly fif- 
teen years in Florida and marine vicinity, 
my observation and actual experiences do not 
tally in searcely any respect with Mr. 
Dimock's statements. Take for instance, the 
illustration on page 670, showing two men, 
one standing, in a narrow beamed birch bark 
canoe, pulling in a large live alligator, and 
the canoe remaining uncapsized. Again on 
page 671, the photo naturalist opens a nine- 
footer’s jaws with the thumb and fore finger. 
The writer has seen a small 'gator bite clean 
through the heavy butt of a tarpon rod. 
That nine-footer must have been “doped” as 
the photo naturalist says in the lower para- 
graph, page 675, “we were always shy of 
the unfettered jaws of a big one.” This 
writer makes it a practice of cruising around 
the entire state of Florida nearly every year, 
generally starting from Tarpon Springs on 
the west coast and running up the east coast 
as far as St. Augustine, shooting and fishing 
en route, and yet Mr. Camera Accuracy Man 
hands out some unealled-for sarcasm about 
the “casual cruiser with the usual brass 
band methods.” etc. (page 675). 

We yachtsmen may not pay our winter's 
expenses in Florida by writing misleading ar- 
ticles for the magazines, but we do to a large 
extent assist the state in the summer months 
by the money we spend in the winter. 

And just a word about the harmless fea- 
ture of the ‘gator. Two years ago this 
month (April), the writer lost two good 
hounds on the beach of Old Tampa Bay by a 
small four-foot ‘gator, when the dogs tried 
to prevent him getting back into the water. 
I shouldn't want to be that small boy that 
walks on their backs (see page 675). 


And now let me hand a little classic to

THE TRIPLE ACTION CARBURETOR. 


This carburetor is the product of Mathias 
Weiwoda & Company, 1660 to 1668 Bushwick 
Avenue, Brooklvn, New York, and employs 
the principles of the wick type of surface 
carburetor, but it has many new improve- 
ments. It is impossible for this carburetor 
to gel out of order as there are no sensitive 
needle valves used in its construction. The 
gas is formed by the passing of hot air be- 
tween the series of carbureting plates, which 
are covered with capillary acting fabric sat- 
urated with gasoline. The plates are en- 
closed in a metal box which has an inlet to 
admit hot air from a hot air jacket around 
the exhaust pipe and an outlet to deliver the 
gas to the air and gas mixing valve from 
which it passes to the engine. From the hot 
air inlet the air passes through tubes down 
below the level .of gasoline and thence 


through a short return bend of the tubes 
the air streams upward carrying along a 
spray of gasoline which is thrown all over 
the carburetinge plates. A constant level of 
gasoline is kept in the carburetor by an au- 
tomatic float which does away with the 
regulating of the gasoline or gas. The air 
and gas-mixing valve which is at the same 
time the throttle valve for the engine was 
especially designed for this carburetor and 
is similar to a three-way cock. One opening 
of which has a check valve for the carbu- 
retor side, one opening connects with the in- 
take pipe of the engine while the third is 
regulated by an air-slide valve. An -auto- 
matic auxiliary air valve is contained in the 
throttle valve itself. This automatic air vaive 
is the only thing on this carburetor which 
has to be regulated and this only once. The 
manufacturers claim that any man can regu- 
late and handle the Triple Action Carburetor 
and have proven that the fuel record is only 
a half pint gasoline per H. P. hour and they 
guarantee the carburetor gets from 20 to 30 
per cent more power out of any engine than 
other carburetors on the market.

The action of the 
plug is very rapid, permit- 
ting of high speeds in the motor without 
any difficulty; in fact the motor can be run 
at varying speeds in a highly satisfactory 





manner. The plug is very simple in design,
